INTRODUCTION. 

The university of Cambridge is a society 

of students in all and every of the liberal arts and 
sciences, incorporated (13th Eliz.) by the name of the 
Chancellor, Masters, and Scholars. The frame of 
this little commonwealth standeth upon the union of 
seyenteen colleges or societies, devoted to the study 
of learning and knowledge, and for the better service 
of the church and state. All these *colleges or halls 
have been founded since the beginning of the reign of 
King fEdward 1. and are maintained by the endow- 
ments of their several founders and benefactors. 
Each college is a body corporate, and bound by its 
own statutes ; but is likewise controuled by the para- 
mount laws of the University. The present university 
statutes were given by Queen Elizabeth, and, with 
former privileges, were sanctioned by Parliament. 
They are made the foundation upon which all new 
laws are framed. 

Each of the seventeen departments or colleges in 
this literary republic furnishes members both for the 
executive and legislative branch of its government. 
The place of assembly is the Senate-House. 

All persons who are jMasters of Arts, or Doctors 
in one or other of the three faculties, viz. Divinity,

Civil Law, or Physic, having their names upon the 
college boards, or resident in the town of Cambridge, 
have votes in this assembly. The number of those 
who have a title to the appellation of Members of the 
Senate is at present upwards of a thousand. Those 
who erase their names from their respective college 
boards, lose the privilege of being Members of the 
Senate, unless they r«-enter their names, and reside 
the greater part of three several terms. 

The senate is divided into two classes or houses ; 
and, according to the arrangement, they are denomi> 
nated Regents or Non-Regents, with a view to some 
particular offices allotted to the junior division by the 
statutes of the university. 

Masters of Arts of less than five*years standings and 
Doctors of less than two, compose the Regent or Upper 
House, or, as it is otherwise called, the White Hood 
House, from its members wearing their hoods lined 
with white silk. All the rest constitute the Non-Regent 
or Lower House, otherwise called the Black Hood 
House, its members wearing black silk hoods. But 
Doctors of more than two years standing, and the 
Public Orator of the University, may vote in either 
house, according to their pleasure. 

Besides the two houses, there is a Council called the 
Caput, annually chosen upon the 12th of October, 
before whom every university grace must pass, before 
it can be introduced into the senate. 

The Vice-Chancellor, who is annually elected by the 
senate, from the Masters or Heads of the colleges, on 
the 4th of November, is a member of the Caput by 
virtue of his office. The election, of the other members 
of this council is effected in the following manner : — 
The Vice-Chancellor and the two Proctors severally 
nominate five persons properly qualified for the trust ; 
and out of the fifteen^ the Heads of Colleges and Doc-

tors choose ^e. But in general the Vice-Chancellor's 
list is honoured with the appointment. 

Upon all emergencies the Vice-Chancellor calls a 
meeting of the senate for the dispatch of extraordinary 
affairs. This is done hy means of a printed notice, 
specifying the business, hung up in the halls of the se- 
veral colleges three days previous to the time of as- 
sembly. Any number of members of the senate, being 
not less than 26, including the proper officers, (or their 
legal deputies), who, by^ virtue of their oaths, are 
obliged to be present, constitute a Congregation, and 
may proceed on business. There are also Statutable 
Congregations, or days of assembling enjoined by 
the statutes, for the^rdinary routine of university af- 
fairs, such as conferring degrees, electing officers, &c. 
for which no notice is required. Prior to every con- 
gregation the university bell rings for the space of one 
hour. Every member lias a right to present any pro- 
position or grace to the consideration of the senate ; 
but previously to its being voted by the two houses, it 
is to be read and approved by the Council or Caput, 
each member of which has a negative voice. After a 
grace has passed the Caput, it is read in the Non- 
Regent House by one of the two Scrutators ; and also 
in the Regent House by the Senior Proctor; and the 
congregation is dissolved by the Vice-Chancellor. It 
is read in like manner at another congregation ; and 
if it passes through without a non placet y it becomes a 
statute, provided the subject is of a public nature. If 
a lum placet is put in by a member of either house, it 
is voted in that house ; and in such a case Jtbe sense of 
the majority prevails. If circumstances require that 
the Grace should be considered as a law, it formerly 
was the custom to inscribe it in the Proctors' books ; 
but this part of the process has of late years been but 
seldom put in practice.

No degree is ever conferred without a Grace for that 
purpose, which undergoes the same scrutiny and pro- 
cess as above related ; that for the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts excepted, which only requires reading in one 
congregation. After it has passed, the Vice-Chancellor 
is at liberty to confer the degree. A Grace in this in- 
stance is termed a Supplicat. — ^It is signed by the 
Prelector of the respective college to which tlie 
person belongs, who is made responsible for the asser- 
tion it contains. The penalty for subscribing a false 
supplicat, is two years deprivation of the privilege of 
voting in the senate, or holding any public office in the 
University.

The University confers no degree whatever unless a 
person has previously snhscribed a declaration that he 
is honiafide a member of the Church of England as by 
lav established. 

The executive branch of the University is committed 
to certain magistrates and officers, all chosen by the 
Senate. 

A Chancellor, who is the head of the whole Uni- 
versity, and presides over all cases relative to that' 
body. In him is placed the sole authority within the 
precincts, except in matters of mayhem and felony. 
He seals the diplomas and letters of degrees, provi- 
sicms, &c. given by the University. He is to preserve 
and defend its rights and privileges, to convoke assem- 
blies, and Ui do justice among the members under his 
jurisdiction. He is now generally one of the first 
nobility. 

A Hioh-Steward, who has a special power to take 
the trial of scholars impeached of felony within the 
*limits of the University, and to hold and keep a leet 
according to the established cbftrter and custom. He 
is allowed a deputy. 

A Vice-Chancellor, whose office, in the absence 
only of the Chancellor, embraces the execution of the 
Chancellor's powers and government of the University, 
according to her statutes. He must, by an Act passed 
in 1687, be Head of some college, and during his 
continuance in office he acts as a magistrate for the 
University and County. 

The Caput consists of the Vice-Chancellor, a Doctor 
in each faculty, and two Masters of Arts, representa- 
tives of the Regent and Non-Regent Houses. 

A Commissary, who is an officer under the Chan- 

* The jnrisdictioa of the University is a milb every way roood^ 
reckoniog from any part of the gubarhs. 
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cellor. He holds a Court of Record for all privileged 
persons and scholars under the degree of A. M. In 
this last, all causes are tried and determined by the civil 
and statute law, and by the custom of the University. 

The Assessor is an officer specially appointed by 
Grace, to assist the Vice-Chancellor in caum forensi- 
bus et domettids, in his court. 

Two Proctors, who are peace officers, and elected 
by the Regents, and whose business is to attend to the 
discipline and behaviour of all in statu pupiUaH, search 
houses of ill fame, commit women of loose and ^aban- 
doned character, and even those de malo suspecta. 
Another part of their duty is to attend at all Congre- 
gations of the Senate, to stand in scrutiny with the 
Chancellor or Vice-Chancellor, to take the open suf- 
frages of the house, both by word and writing, to read 
them, and to pronounce the assent or dissent accord- 
ingly; to read the Graces unto the Regent House, to 
take secretly the assent or dissent, and openly to 
pronounce the same. They must be Masters of Arts 
of two years standing at least, and, of whatever stand- 
ing in the University, are Regents by virtue of their 
office. They determine the seniority of all Masters of 
Arts at the time of their taking that degree. 

Two Moderators, nominated by the Proctors, and 
appointed by a Grace of the Senate. They act as the 
Proctors' substitutes in the Philosophical Schools, su- 
perintending alternately the exercises and disputations 
in philosophy, and the examinations for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts. 

Two Taxors, who are Masters of Arts, and Regents 
ia virtue of their office. They are appointed to re- 
gulate the markets, examine the assize of bread, the 
lawfulness of weights and measures, and to call all the 
abuses and defects thereofinto the Commissary's Court. 

Two Scrutators, who are Non-Regents, and whose 
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duty is to attend at all congregations, to read the 
Graces in the Loiter House, to gather the votes se- 
cretly, or to take them openly in scrutiny, and publicly 
to pronounce the assent or dissent of that house. 

A Public Orator, who is the voice of the Senate 
upon all public occasions, writes, reads, and records 
the letters to and from the body of the Senate, and 
presents to all Honorary Degrees with an appropriate 
speech. This is esteemed one of the most honorable 
offices in the gift of the University. 

A Registrary, who is obliged, either by himself or 
deputy properly authorized, to attend all congrega- 
tions, to give directions, if it be required, for the due 
form of such Graces as are to be propounded, and by 
the appointment of the Vice-Chancellor to set down 
and pen extraordinary Graces, to receive them when 
passed in both houses, and to register them in the Uni" 
versity records. To register also the seniority of such 
as proceed yearly in any of the arts and faculties, ac- 
cording to the schedules delivered unto him by the 
Proctors. 

Three Esquire Bedells, whose office is to attend 
the Vice-Chancellor upon all public occasions and so- 
lemnities, whom they precede with their silver maces. 
To attend the Doctors present in the Regent House, by 
bringing them to open scrutiny, there to deliver their 
suffrages either by word or writing, according to the 
order of the statute — ^to receive from the Vice-Chan- 
cellor and the rest of the Caput the Graces delivered 
unto them, and to deliver them first to the Scrutators 
in the Lower House, and from thence, if they be 
granted, to carry them to the Proctors in the Upper 
House — and always before a meeting to call the Uni- 
versity together by an open summons in every of the 
Colleges, either to the Senate-House, the Schools, or 
St. Mary's churchy according to the nature of the busi- 
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ness, aad the order and iimtance of the University 
therein used — to attend the Professors and Respon- 
dents in every faculty from their Colleges to the 
Schools, and during the continuance of the several 
Acts — ^to collect the fines and penalties from all mem- 
bers of the University — and to summons to the Chan- 
cellor's Court all members of the Senate. 

Two Librarians, to whom the regulation and ma- 
nagement of the University Library is confided, as- 
sisted by the Library-Keeper, who attends daily (Sun- 
days and Holidays excepted) from 10 till 2 o'clock. 

TheUM VERsiTV Printer, the Library KEEPER,and 
the School Keeper are elected by the body at large. 

The Yeoman Bedell is appointed by letters patent 
under the hand and seal of the Chancellor. 

The University Marshal is appointed by letters 
patent under tlie hand and seal of the Vice-Chancellor. 

There are two Courts of Law in this University, 
viz. the Consistory Court of the Chancellor ^ and tha 
Consistory Court of the Commissary, 

Consistory Court of the Chancellor. 

In this court, the Chancellor, and in his absence 
the Vice-Chancellor, with the assistance of some of the 
Heads of Colleges, and one Doctor or more of the 
Civil Law, administers justice desired by any member 
of the University, or by any requiring the same to be 
put in execution against any of that body, in matters 
and causes belon^ng to this court. 

All pleas and actions personal, as of debts, accounts, 
contracts, &c. or of any other injury (begun or grown 
within the limits of the University) whereunto a privi- 
leged person is a party, and not concerning mayheia 
and felony, are solely to be here heard and decided. 

The manner of the proceeding is according to the 
«ourse of the civil law, viz. by citation, libel, &c. 

In matters of delict (arising from the buying of 
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Cftento^lloii, in his ^td^i^ediiif and jik#g&i^iit,>reod^e^ 
direction from the law given to the fJni^ersity, "hy 
charter, ot from the customs of the UkdversJty, and 
from tlie statnt^d of iJitD huld where tike cbaMer^ and 
custokiis are wanting. In this prooeedkig be is autho- 
rized hy a charter iconfirmed by Act of Pa'pli^^ent. 

From the judgment of this coukl there li^s an fSf^sk 
ttnto the senate, who c<^minit the examiuartibn tbereof 
to certain delegates, (either I>oetors or Masters of 
Arts) being three at the Icast,^ and not morfe iliaii five, 
with a power either to reverse or ratify the appeal. 
Consistory Covrt of the CoHMrasARY. 

In this court, the Commissary doth, by authority 
given him by deputation under liie seal of the Chan- 
cellor of the University, sit, as well in tJie Univei-sity, 
as sit Midsummer and Stourbridge fairs, there to take 
knowledge, and to proeeed in alt' 6an!H»e8 <tii tVMitttttMm 
et promotion^m pariis nt gupra, the parties or one of 
them, being privileged : saving, thsit within' the ViA- 
versity ail causes and suits wheireunto the Frootorn or 
Taxors, or any df them, or a Master of Arts, of amy 
^ther of supiftHor d^ree, is a patty, are resi^rved solely 
and wholly to the jurisdiction of the Cfaanoellor cnr 
Vice-Chanceller. 

Th^ manner of pro^seeditig in this is tiie same Hs'ib 
the other court. Where the Chaneelltxr himself or Yioe- 
ChaneeDor pt«esideth; being for tlie ffervioe theredf 
alftended by a Registrary, and the f eomam B^^eH, 
and having procil¥ttton and advooatesr tShetie to ptetd, 
K5 lii th« otii^ootHi; requited. 

The pkVty grieved is by Hie statute aHbwed his' ap- 
peal unto the ChaneeUor's court, aiid so fk-om theiloetb 
the ]>eleg^tes, if the cause akid thld^Ti^f of tiie pft% 
render siieh an application necessciry. ' 

The Two Members, whichthe UMversitf Mud io tkt 
C 
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Imperial Parliament of the united kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland^ are chosen by the collective 
body of the Senate. 

The University Council are appointed byGrace of 
the Senate, and are consulted upon various occasions. 

The Solicitor is appointed by the Vice-Chancellor. 

The Syndics are members of the Senate, chosen 
to transact all special affairs relating to the University, 
such as the framing of laws, regulating fees, inspect- 
ing the library, buildings, printing, &o. 

The Syndics of the University Press, who meet 
in the parlour of the printing-office, cannot transact 
business unless five at least are present, the Vice- 
Chancellor being one. 

The Professors of the different sciences have 
stipends allowed from various sources; some from the 
University chest, others from Government, or from 
appropriate estates left for that purpose. The annual 
income of the University chest is about £16,000. in- 
cluding about £3,000. of floating capital. This arises 
from stock in the funds, manors, lands, houses, fees 
for degrees, government annuity (for surrender of the 
privilege of printing almanacks), profits of the printing 
office, &c. &c. 

The annual expenditure is about £12,000. disbursed 
to the various officers, professors, the library and 
schools, the university press, taxes, charitable dona- 
tions, &c. &c. The whole is managed by the Vice- 
Chancellor of the year; and the accounts are examined 
by three auditors, appointed annually by the Senate. 

The Statutes of the University were printed in 1785 
— a copy of which may be found in the Public library, 
the Library of every College, and in the Senate-House, 
the Vice-Chancellor and the two Proctors for the time 
being have also, each one. The book of Statutes is 
divided into the following heads: — Statuta Antiqua —

The statutes of 
the 12th of Elizabeth, and the Senatusconsuha, are 
those -which are chiefly respected at this time. Many 
of the old statutes, decrees, interpretations, &c. are 
looked upon as obsolete or unnecessary in the present 
state of the University. 

The Terms of this University are three, and are 
fixed by invariable rules. October or Michaelmas 
Term begins on the 10th of October, and ends on the 
10th of December. Lent or January Term begins on 
the 13th of January, and ends on the Friday before 
Palm Sunday. Easter or Midsummer Term begins 
on the Wednesday se'nnight after Easter day, and 
ends on the Friday after Commencement day. Com- 
mencement DAY is always the first Tuesday in July. 

When any member of the Senate dies within the 
Umtersity during term, on application to the Vice- 
Chancellor, the University bell rings an hour; from 
which period Twnrterm, as to lectures and disputations, 
commences for three days. 

If any member of the Senate change his College, 
twenty-four hours only are allowed for that purpose; 
if he exceed that time he must again keep three 
tenns^ before he can be re-instated as a member, or 
qualified to vote. 

The seventeen Colleges which constitute this Uni- 
Tersity were founded by different individuals: all the 
founders in the first place enjoin the cultivation of 
religion^ and next to that, polite literature and the 
scimoes; all which combined were to set forth the 
Glory of God in his Works of Creation and Redemp*

ships or to become members of the Senate. If they 
erase their names, tliey save the expenca of tutorage 
and College detrimental and nevertheless may taJce 
the degree of M.A. at the usual period, by putting 
their names on the College boards a few da^ya previous 
to their incepting. Some of these are stiled Bachelor 
Commoners, from the privilege of their being allowed 
to dine, &c. vdth the Fellows. 

7th. Fellow Commoners, who are generally the 
younger sons of the nobility, or young men of fortune^,, 
and have the privilege of dining at the Fellows' table, 
from whence the appellation possibly originated. 

8th. Pensioners and Scholars pay for their re- 
spective commons, rooms, &c. but the latter, from the 
enjoyment of scholarships, read the graces in hall„ 
lessons in chapel, &c. 

9th. Sizars are generally men of inferior fortune. 
They usually have their commons free, and receive 
various emoluments.

CHANCELLORS. 

The oiBce of Chancellor is biennial, or tenable for 
such a leng^ of time beyond two years as the tacit 
anueni cf the Umoernty may choose to allow.

Two Colleges are every year to nominate persons 
for Proctors, m the order prescribed in a cycle of 61 
years ; in which time, King's, Trinity, and St. John's 
Colleges, have each of tkem eleven turns ; Peterhouse, 
Christ, Queen's, and Pembroke, seven each; Clare 
Hail, six; Bene^t, Jesus, Oaias, Magdialien, Emmanuel, 
and Sidney, ^e each; Catharine Hall, four; and 
Trinity Hall, one. fiach of the two Colleges nomi- 
nates one person. The person nominated may be a 
Regent or Non-Regent Master. If he be a Regent, he 
must be in the liurd year* of his Regency at least. 

He must be presented in* the presence of the Regis- 
trary to the Tice-Chancellor, by the Head of his Col- 
lege, or by some one in his name, before the 1st day 
of August. 

If any one who has been pre:»ented should die, o>r 
refuse the office, m be found inoapanitated, before the 
10th of October following, the Heads of Colleges ap- 
point two persons to be oflfered to the Settate, one of 
whom is to be eliected. Thfe same thing is observed in 
case any College neglects, in due time, to present. 

If the office become vacant before the expiration of 
the year, Trinity Hall presents a Proctor for the re- 
mainder.

The King's Professor of Civil Law delivers his 
Course of Lectures at Trinity hall, in three successive 
Terms, beginliing at the middle of 1^ Michactoas 
Term, and ending at the division of the Midsainmer 
Term. The lectures are "read in the combination- 
room, and the usual hour is from t^ to eleven in th« 
morning. The terms of attendance are five guineas 
for the first coarse, afterwards gratis. By a senatus- 
eonsuUum in 1766, it was enacted^ that no person 
should hb admitted to the degree of LL.B. without 
produbing to the Caput A certificate of his having 
attended the lectures in Civil Law for three terms. —

MINERALOGY. 

None can be elected to this Professorship but single 
men. The electors are, the Chancellor, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the Bishop of Ely, the Pre- 
sidents of the Royal Society and of the College of 
Physicians, the Members for the University, and the 
Senate at large. 

Till within thede fe^ years the collection of. fossils 
consisted only of those specimens originally bequeath- 
ed to the University by Dr. Woodward. These are 
contained in five cabinets, and compose the collection 
described in the Doctor's catalogues, which were 
printed in 1729, but are now become extremely scarce. 
The whole collection is well preserved and in good 
condition, and still remains in the same order nearly

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as the Doctor originally disposed it. Two g^enttemen, 
called upoa this occasion Inspectors, are annually ap- 
pointed to examine its condition, and their report is 
delivered to the Heads of Houses, who form a b^ard of 
auditors for that purpose. But since the present Pyo-' 
fessor was appointed, an<Mher distinct collection has 
been founded, in which he has been materially as- 
sisted by the munificence of various friends of the 
University, The collection is divided into two parts, 
corresponding to the two principal branches of mine- 
ralogy. It is of course receiving constant augmen- 
tations, for which the funds of the institution are now 
fully competent. The room in which the fossils are 
preserved is small, and ill adapted to the purpose. It 
is in contemplation to erect a more adequate building, 
as soon as a proper situation can be selected. No 
SffstenuUic lectures are delivered, but the Professor 
constantly attends to demonstrate and explain the 
subjects of this branch of natural history to such cu- 
rious persons, whether residents or strangers, as are 
engaged in the study of them. Much of his time is of 
course devoted to this part of his duty, as applicationg 
to this effect are numerous and frequent. Founded 
by John Woodward, 1724.

The Stewards of this institation are, the Master of 
Trinity, the Provost of King's, and the Master or 
President of Gains. The candidates for the Profes- 
sorship give a written notice to the three Stewards 
within the first fourteen days of November. The 
Stewards select two, and signify their names to the 
Heads of Houses on or before the 1st day of Februaiy 
next ensuing, and the election of one of the two no- 
minated must be within the, first fourteen days of the 
succeeding May.

NATURAL AND EXPERIMENTAL PHILOSOPHY- 

This Professor is to be chosen by those Regent 
Masters of Arts only who have been resident here for 
the greater part of the year previous to the day of 
election (excepting only such Masters of Arts as are 
under one year's standing, who may vote though they 
have not been resident for that term) ; which said Re- 
gent Masters, on notice assigned by the Master, Fel- 
lows, and Scholars of Trinity college, shall assemble 
on a day, and choose, within one month after such 
notice is received, by a majority of votes given in 
writing under the hand of each voter, and taken by 
the Proctors, such a person as appears best qualified 
in Natural and Experimental Philosophy and Che- 
mistry. A member of Trinity college is to be pre- 
ferred (ctBter is paribus), next a Staifordshire, War- 
wickshire, Derbyshire, or Cheshire man. In case of 
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disputes abbat the majority of the electors, the same 
is to be determined by. the Yice-Chancellor, the Pro- 
YOSt of King's, the Master of Trinity, or if either of 
the two latter be Vice-Chancellor, the Master of St»

Professor Parish* s Lectures. 

These lectures embrace a gpreat variety of subjectSL 
In the original arrangement of them, the Professor 
conceived that the application of the principles oC 
Natural Philosophy, Natural History, Chemistry, &c. 
to the arts, manufactures, and agriculture of Britaii^ 
presented a new and useful field of instruction:— r 
After having taken an actual survey of almost every 
thing curious in the kingdom on such subjects, he con- 
trived a mode of exhibiting the operations and pro- 
cesses that are in use* in nearly all of them. Having 
provided himself with a number of brass wheels of 
all forms and sizes, such that any two of them ca^ 
work with each other ; and also with a variety of axles, 
bars, screws, clamps, &c. he constructs at pleasure, 
with the addition of the peculiar parts, working models 
of almost every kind of machine. These he puts io 
motion by a water-wheel or a steam engine, in such a 
way, as to make them in general do the actual work of 
the real machines, on a smull scale ; and he explains 
at the same time the chemical and philosophical priur 
ciples, on which the various processes of the arts ex- 
hibited, depend. 

In the course of his lectures he explains the natural 
history of minerals, the theory and practice of mining, 
and of smelting metallic ores — of bringing them to 
nature — of converting, purifying, compounding, and 
separating the metals, and the numerous and various 
manufactures which depend upon them, as well as th» 
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irto whicb are liiore remotely couMetedwUh^them, 
track as etcliiiig and engravii^. He exhibits the me*- 
Ikod of obtaining coal and other miAenils — ^the pro- 
cesses by which sulphur, ailuut, oominoB salt, acida, 
alcalies, nitre, and other chemical substances are ob- 
tained, and in which they are used — ^the mechanical 
process in the formation of (pmpowder, as well as its 
theory and effects. He treats on the agriculture of the 
^untry, and shews Ihe arts of pfoniring aiid woildng 
animal and vegetable sub8taDee» ; tbe great staple ma- 
aufejDtures of tiie country, in wool, cotton, tinen^ silk, 
together with the various chemical arts of bltecfaiiig, 
4»f preparing cloth, of printing it, of uang adjective 
and substantive colours, and mordants and interme- 
diates in dying, and the processes by which Various 
products are obtained from vegetable and animal stib- 
Utanees. He explains in general the nature of ma- 
ehtnery — ^the moving powers, such as water^^wheds, 
wiAdmills, and particularly tiie agency of flteam,whioh 
Is the grea$ cause of the modem improvement and ex- 
tension of manufactures. He treats likewise on sub- 
jects which relate to the carrying on, or facilitating the 
commerce of the country, such as inland navigation, 
the construction of bridges, aqueducts, locks, inclined 
planes, and other contrivances, by wUch vessels are 
taised or lowered from one level to anotfaer-*^f ships, 
docks, harbours, and naval architecture. On tJie 
whole it is tbe great design of these lectures to excite 
itxe attention of persons already acquauited with the 
principles of mathematics, philosophy, natural history, 
and chemistry, to the advanc^onent of useful arts, and 
by drawing their minds to the consideration of the 
most important discoveries of ingenious men, in all 
parts of the kingdom, to enlarge their sphere of amuse- 
ynent and instruction, and to promote the improvement 
Itnd progress of the arts.

MINERALOGY. 

This Professorship was founded by the University, 
in the year 1808. 

Professor Clarke s Lectures, 

These lectures were given for two years prior to the 
establishment of the Professorship, and specimens ex- 
hibited which had been collected by the Professor 
during his travels. He published a syllabus, in which 
besides the different topics discussed ih the course of 
the lectures, a methodical distribution of the mineral 
kingdom was offered to the public upon a plan less 
liable to objection than those which had hitherto ap- 
peared. The prineipal object of the Professor was, to 
eall the attention of the University to the importance 
of mineralogical studies, as affecting the interests of 
the empire; to illustrate the natural history of the 
materials used by Architects, Sculptors, and Lapida- 
ries, in the remotest periods, and in modern times; 
the mineralogy of the Sacred Scriptures, and of the 
ancient Poets and Historians ; and finally, to suggest 
the means of pursuing this branch of knowledge with- 
out the expence and incumbrance which have usually 
been its attendants. 

Soon after these lectures commenced, the Regius 
Professor of Botany, by permission of the Vice-Chan- 
cellor, ceded his room in the Botanic Garden to ac- 
commodate Dr. Clarke with .a place for his minerals. 
The lectures have been since given in that apartmei^t^ 
and the collection is at all times open to the public.

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LECTURES ON POLITICAL ECONOMY. 

The lectures on this science were commenced in 
1816, with the concurrence of the Vice-Chancellor, by 
George Pryme, Esq. M.A. late Fellow of Trin. Coll. 

They attempt to analyse the original and efficient 
causes of National Prosperity — ^to shew by what mea- 
aares of the legislature, and by what conduct of indi- 
idduals in private life, it is augmented or diminished 
— and to assist the reader of history in explaining the 
ptonomena of the strength or weakness, the rise or 
fall, of States. 

They are of an elementary and popular nature; re- 
quiring no previous knowledge of the subject. They 
are intended to facilitate the study of a science, hitherto 
inaccessible without the most arduous perseverance — 
to simplify the order, explain the obscurities, and 
point out the errors of A. Smith's Inquiry into the 
Wealth of Nations — to combine with his discoveries 
what the experience of subsequent events, and the re- 
searches of subsequent authors, have taught — and to 
place some parts of the subject in a point of view dif- 
ferent from what any writer has done. Their plan is — 

1st. To trace the history, of National Wealth from 
the rudest to the richest state of society, and to explain 
each change as it naturally arises in the progress of 
opulence and civilization. 

2dly. Briefly to examine the systems of the Ancients, 
of Dr. Paley, t)f the French Economists, and what is 
called the Commercial System. And 

3dly. To explain the principles of Taxation and 
Finance. 

They are given every Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, 
and Saturday, at 12 o'clock, during the two Spring 
terms, on the usual plan of attendance on public lee- ' 
tares. 
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TRAVELLING BACHELORS. 

William Worts, Esq. formerly a Bedell of this Uni-* 
versity, gave two pensions of £100. per annum each, 
to two junior Bachelors of Arts, *n5minated by the 
Master of the College whose turn it is to present, and 
elected by the Senate ; at which election the Vice- 
Chancellor and the Proctors stand in scrutiny, the 
senior of whom, after reading the votes, declares the 
election. The Bachelors are required to \isit foreign 
countries, to take different routes, and to write, during 
their trayels, two Latin letters each, descriptiye of the 
customs, curiosities, &c. &o. which letters, as soon as 
received by the Yice-Chancellor, are laid before the 
Senate, and afterwards deposited in the Public Library.

His Royal High- 
ness the Duke of Gloucester, the present Chancellor, 
has given a third gold medal, to be conferred annually 
upon a resident undergraduate, who shall compose in 
English, the best ode, or best poem, in heroic verse. 
The subject to be given out on the 26th of October, 
and the exercises are to be delivered in to the Vice- 
Chancellor on or before the 26th of March following.

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Each candidate is to send his exercise privately, and 
without a name, and not written in his own hand, bat 
revised and pointed by himself, with some Latin Terse 
written upon it; and at the same time he is to send his 
own name in a paper folded up and sealed, with the 
same Latin verse on the outside, and the papers con- 
taining the names of those persons who shall not sue-' 
ceed, are to be destroyed unopened.

Lord Craven founded two Classical Scholarsliips of 
£25. per annum each, arising from estates yested itt 
the hands of six trustees ; three from Cambridge and 
tliree from Oxford. The Cambridge trustees are, the 
Bishop of Landaff, the Bishop of Bath and Wells, and 
the Bishop of Bristol, Master of Trinity College. By 
some late improvement of these estates it is expected 
that the income of the Scholars will be soon increased. 
Electors, the Vice-Chancellor, the five Regii Profes- 
sors, and the Public Orator. Whenever a vacancy 
occurs, any Undergraduate or Bachelor of Arts, may 
offer himself as a candidate, by signifying his intention 
in a Latin letter, addressed to the above examiners, 
within fotirteen days after the declaration of the va- 
cancy. If any one of the name or kindred of the 
founder should be in indigent circumstances, and a 
Scholar of this University, he (by the will) is to be 
preferred. This annuity cannot be enjoyed after four- 
teen years standing in the University, nor by any one 
who may attain to preferment of double its value.

^ BELLS SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The Rev. William Bell, D.D. Prebendary of the col- 
legiate church of Westminster, and late of Magdalen 
college in this University, in the year 1810, transferred 
£15,200. stock, 3 per cents, to the University of Cam- 
bridge, in trust, to found eight new Scholarships ; for 
the sons of clergymen of the Church of England. 
The first election took place in the month of December 
1810, when there were elected two Scholars of the 
third year of standing who were admitted between 
Commencement 1807 and 1800; profits commenced 
July 1810, and to be continued for two years. At the 
same time were elected two Scholars of the second 
year, who were admitted between Commencement of 
1808 and 1809; profits to continue for three years. 
The second election was on Friday after Mid-Lent 
Sunday, 1811, of two Scholars of the first year; pro- 
fits to continue four years. The third election was on 
the Friday after Mid-Lent Sunday, 1812, of two Scho- 
lars of the first year; profits to continue for four years. 
The fourth election was on Friday after Mid-Lent Sun- 
day, 1813, of two other Scholars of the first year, iff 
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racceed those two of the third year who were two of 
the four first chosen ; and so on for ever. The profits 
to continue for four years, and no more-^No petsons 
shall ever haye two sons Scholars, nor shall there be 
two orphans, brothers, Scholars at the same time. 

Every Scholar elected on this foundation shall pro* 
mise, in writing, to take the degree of A. B* in tho 
most regular way. 

Where personal merits are ^qual, those are to be 
preferred who stand most in need of assistance. 

If any Scholar shall degrade or determine, and go 
out in a bye-term, or declare for law, or be rusticated 
Or expelled, his Scholarship shall be ipso facto vacant. 
If no sons or orphans of clergymen shall be found pro* 
perly qualified for these Scholarships, then, and then 
t>nly, the electors shall elect sons of lay-men, being 
undergraduates, who stand in need of assistance. 

No Scholar to be elected from King's c'olleg'e or from 
Trinity hall. The electors are, the Vice-Chancellor^ 
the Regius Professor of Divinity, the Regius Professor 
of Civil Law, the Lucasian Professor of Mathematics, 
and the Public Orator.

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PITT'S SCHOLARSHIP. 

Rules fw tJie Foundation of the Pitt Scholarship, and 
for the Election of a Scholar, as proposed hy the 
Syndics appointed hy the University for that purpose, 
and confirmed by tfie Senate, Dec, 9, 1813. 

1.— The sum of £1000. given by the subscribers to 
Mr. Pitt*s Statue, for the purpose of foundiDg the 
" Pitt Scholarship," and which has since been aug- 
mented by a donation of £500. from the '' Pitt Club/' 
in London, shall be placed in the public funds, until 
the Syndics shall be able to vest it in land; and the 
clear annual income arising from it shall be paid to 
the Pitt Scholar. 

2. — ^The Vioe-Chancellor or his deputy, the Public 
Orator, the Greek Professor, and tmo Members of the 
Senate, to be appointed by the different Colleges in 
their turns, shall be the electors. Two Colleges, ac- 
cording to the Cycle of Proctors commencing with the 
year 1817, shall respectively nominate an elector. But 
if the Vice-Chancellor, the Public. Orator, and the 
Greek Professor, or any two of them, be members of 
the same college, no elector in that case shall be ap- 
appointed by that college according to the Cycle of 
Proctors, but the appointment shall be made by the 
university. Or if the Public Orator or the Greek Pro- 
fessor shall be prevented by illness or otherwise from 
attending the examination, or if the colleges shall 
have neglected to signify to the yice-Chancell<»r the 
appointment of the electors according to their respect- 
ive turns, then deputies shall be appointed by Grace. 

3. — ^The first examination commenced on Monday 
January 17, 1814; and the Vice-Chancellor. or hit 
deputy, the Public Orator, and the Greek Professor, 
ffaall, in future, on or before the first day of December 
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after every yacancy, canse awritingy under their hands^ 
declaring the said vacancy and the time of examina- 
tion, to be aiffixed to the door of the Pablic Schools ; 
and they shall notify the same to the two colleges 
which are to nominate the electors, and the Heads of 
tiiose colleges,or their deputies, shall, within one week 
after such notices, signify to the Vic&dianceUor the 
names of the electors so appointed. 

4. — ^The examination, which shall be solely classical, 
shall always take place during tiie week of the pablic 
examinations in the Senate*house previous to the 
Bachelors' Commencement, and the Scholar elected 
Ahall reoeiTe all the dividends or rents that shall hare 
become due subsequent to the last vacancy. 

5. — ^Any Undergnraduate, of whatever rank, may be 
a candidate for the Pitt Scholarship, provided he be 
not of more than of three years standmg from the time 
of his first residence ; but he shall, on or before the 
31st day of December preceding the examination^ 
signify, in a Latin epistle to each of the electors, his 
intention of becoming a candidate, and in case ho 
shall omit sending such an epistle, he shall be con* 
sidered as incapable of being elected at that time. 

6. — ^The Pitt Scholar shall not hold any other 
University Scholarship. 

7. — Every Scholar shall, during the time of Ins 
holding this Scholarship, reside the major part of eaoh 
term; and if he shall not have kept such residence, 
he shaU vacate his Scholarship, unless he has been 
prevented by illness or any other cause which shall 
be approved of by the Yice-Chaneellor, the Public 
Orator, and the Greek Professor. 

8. — ^Every Scholar, who shall obtain any ecclesias- 
tieal benefice or preferment, or shall be of Master of 
Arts standing, shall vacate his Scholarship.

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PORSON UNIVERSITY PRIZE. 

The Rev. Charles Barney, D.D. and tbe ReVn ^ohn 
Cleaver Banks, M.A. only sunring trustees of' a fimd 
raised by the friends of the late Professor Poraon, and 
appropriated to his use during his life time^ after 
various dispositions of part of the said fund, di^ by 
deed bearing date the 27th November 1^16, tranftfer 
to the University the sum of £400. Navy 5 per cents. 
upon trust that the interest arising therefrom shaH 
be annually employed in the purchase of oiie or mora 
Greek Books, to be given to an Undergraduate yearly^ 
at the Commencement, as a Prize for Ore^k Vers^s^ 
by the name of the Porson University Prize. 

The Verses to be a translation of a passage or 
passages in some play of Shakespeare, Ben Jonson,^ 
Massinger, or Beaumont and Fletcher, selected by 
the Vice-Chancellor or his deputy, and announced or 
published a reasonable time before the Commencement, 
The metre of the translation, if the selection be from a 
tragedy, shall be Tragicum lamhicUimTrimetrttm AcatO' 
leeHcum, or Tragieutn Troeftaieum Tetm^gustmrn Cairn-- 
lectieum ; if the selection be from a comedy, the metre 
of the translation shall be Camieum lambiewn Tri" 
metrum Acatalecticum, or Comieum Trochmicum CtUa* 
lectieum. The plans adopted in the case of Sir Wm. 
Browne's Prizes to be followed as far as relates to 
ascertaining the author of the prize, without disclo- 
sure of the names of the other candidates. The exer-r 
cises must be distinctly written and accentuated, and 
accompanied by a literal Latin prose version of the 
Greek. The examiners appointed are the Vice-Chan- 
cellor or his deputy, the Provost of King's, the Masters 
of Trinity, St. John's, Christ, and Caius colleges, the 
Greek Professor, and Public Orator ; the Vice-Chan- 
cellor or y s deputy to have a casting vote if necessary. 
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The prize translation is to be printed at the expence 
of the author, and copies to be given to the Vice- 
Chancellor and Heads of Houses, previous to the 
Commencement, at which time it is to be recited in 
the Senate-house. And if in any year there be no 
translation worthy of the prize, the book or books 
provided for that year shall be reserved and given to the 
candidate who shall be considered second best in the 
subsequent year, and sotrom time to time the book or 
books provided in any year and not given in that yejir 
as a prize, shall be reserved till the examiners shall 
adjudge the same to be given in some subsequent year 
to a candidate whose translation is second best, or 
third best to the prize translation, but worthy to be 
rewarded, and then shall be disposed of accordingly ; 
provided also that they be printed and recited, as in 
the case of the prize translation. All the prise trans- 
lations, and every such second best or third best 
translations, shall be transcribed in a book to be kept 
by the Vice-Chancellor. 



TYRWHITT'S LEGACY. 

The Rev. R. Tyrwhitt, late of Jesus college, who 
died in 181t, by his will bequeathed £4000. Navy 
5 per cents, for the promotion and enoouragement of 
Hebrew learning, the mode and disposition of this 
bequest to be left to the University.

TertM tmd Exercises necessary to he kepi previous to 
taking the several degrees, 

A Bachelor of Arts * must reside the greater part of 
twehre several terms, the first and last excepted. The 
Btatntable exercises before admission, ad Responden- 
dum Qiuestioniy are two acts and two opponencies; 
these, in part, are sometimes dispensed with, and 
kept by what is termed huddling. 

A Master of Arts must be B.A. of three years stand- 
ing, which time is reckoned firom the second Tripos 
day following his admission acf RespondendumQtuestiom. 

A Bachelor of Divinity must be M.A. of seven years 
standing. His exercise is one act (after the 4th year), 
ft clemmy two opponencies, and an English sermon. 

A Bachelor of Divinity (Ten-year Man). These 
are tolerated by the statutes, (12Ui Eliz.) which allow 
persons who are admitted at any college, being 24 
years of age and upwards, to take the degree of B.D. 
at the end of ten years. During the last two years 
they mustreside the greater part of three several terms. 
Exercises the same as required for a regular Bachelor 
of Divinity. 

A Doctor of Divinity must be a Bachelor of Divi- 
nity of ^ye, or a Master off Arts of twelve yeaA 
standing. The exercises are one act, two opponencies, 
B clerum, and an English sermon. 

A Bachelor of Laws must be of six years standing 
complete, and must keep the greater part of nine 
several terms. The exercise is one act. 

A Doctor of Laws must be of five years standing 
from the degree of LL.B. or a Master of Arts of 
seven years standing. The exercises are one act, 
and two opponencies. 

A Bachelor of Physic must keep the greater part of 
nine several terms, and may be admitted anytime 

• A Bachelor of Arts who intends to take the degree of M. A. Is not 
veqvtced to keep his name on 'the boards daring the interval between each 
degree. An entry of his name a few days befimre adwisaion is snOdent. 

f When a Master of Arte takei a Doctor's degree ia any of the three 
faculties, he is said to graduate per Sattamt tboagh properly this phrase 
belongs only to (he degfti of D* P.

A Doctor of Physio is bound to the same re.8:alatiQB8 
as LL.D. 

A Licentiate in Medicine is required to be M.A. 

No exercise, but 
examination by the Professor and another Doctor of 
the faculty. 

A Bachelor of Music must enter his name at some 
college, and compose and perform a solemn piece of 
music, as an exercise prior to his degree. 

A Doctor of Music is generally Mus. B. and Mb 
exercise is the same.

STUDIES ANP EXIIRCISES. 



The ordinary course of sta4y preparatoiy to the 
degree of B. a1 may be considered under the three 
heads of Natural Philosophy, Moral Philosophy, and 
the Belles Lettres. Under the first head are com- 
prised the following subjects ; the six first books of 
Euclid, the principles of algebra, plane and spherical 
trigonometry, and conic sections; the branches of 
pmlosophy, mechanics, hydrostatics, optics, and 
astronomy; the principles of fluxions, Newton^s 
Principia, Increments, &c. 

In the beginning of the month of January, one of 
the Proctors* setrants goes round to eVery college in 
Ae unlTcrsity (King's college excepted) and requires 
of the tutors a list of the students (denominated Sophs) 
who, in the subsequent January, intpnd to olfdr them- 
selves candidates for the degree olf' Bachelor Of Arts: 
The names, being thus collected, are delivered to the 
Moderators, &c. 

Upon the second Monday in Lent Term, the Mode- 
rator, whose ti|m it is to preside, gives written notice 
to one of the students in his list to appear in' the 
schools as a disputant, to keep an act on that day 
fortnight. The notice (delivered by a person stiled 
the moderator's man) is in the following form : — 

Betpondei$t, A. B. CoU.

This person, who is now oaHed the Resjiondent or 
Act, in a few hours after he has received the summons, 
waits upon the Moderator with three propositions or 

Siestions; the truth of which he is to maintain againsi 
e objections of any three students of tlie same year^ 
whom the Moderator shall think (from the reports 
prefixed to the names in his book) proper to nomliiatey 
and who, on this occasion, are called Opponents.

The questions proposed by the Respondent are 
written upon four separate papers, according to a 
form of which the following is a specimen : —

The first question is in general taken from the 
Principia of Newton, the second from some other 
writer on Mathematics and Natural Philosophy ; the 
third is called the moral question, and in this, Locke, 
Hume, Butler, Clarke^ Hartley, Paley, &,c» are aU 
ternately attacked or defended. 

At the bottom of three of these papers, the Mode- 
rator writes the name of a student, whom he thinks 
capable of opposing the questions of the respondent, 
with the words Opponentiuniy primus^ secundw, or 
tertitts, denoting the order in which the three opponents 
are to appear. One of these papers is sept ^q each 
opponent. 

When one Moderatoi has thus given out the 
exercises for a week, or five acts, (exercises being 
held for five days in a week during term,) the other 
proceeds according tp tjie same method for the follow* 
ing week. 

The fortnight of preparation being expired, the 
Respondent enters the Schools at one o'clock, the 
Moderator, attended by one of the Proctors' servants, 
appearing at the same time, and ascending the chair^ 
says, 

^' Ascentkit Dwninus RespondensJ* 

The respondent mounts the rostrum, and reads a 
L^tin dissertation called a Thesis, upon any one of 
the three questions he thinks proper ; generally upon 
the third or moral question. As soon as the respon^ 
i}ent has finished his Thesis, the Moderator calls upoi^ 
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STUDIES AND fiXBRCISES. 141 

the first opponeht to appiear. (Ascendat OpponeTOium 
primus,) He immediately ascends a rostrum opposite 
to the respondent, and opposes his arguments against 
the question in syllogistical form* 

Eight arguments, each consisting of three or fonr 
syliogisms, are brought by the first, ^\e by the second, 
and three by the third opponent. 

The opponent is dismissed by the Moderator with 
such a compliment as he deserves ; and softer the 
-other two oppon^ats have performed their parts, the 
exercise doses with the dismission of the respondent 
in a similar manner. 

The distinguished men of the yew appear eight 
times in this manner in the Schools, twice as acts, 
and six times as opponents, that is, twice in each 
character of opponent. One act and three opponencies 
are kept before the Commencement, and one act and 
three opponencies are kept during the October term. 

By a Grace of the Senate, passed in the year 1808, 
the examination, which used to continue for four 
days, has been extended to five days. 

The Vice-chancellor appoints the first Monday of 
Lent Term, and the four following days, for the 
examination of the Questionists ; this being the ap- 
pellation of the students during the last six weeks 
of the preparation. The Moderators having formed 
the Questionists into classes (the persons in each class 
being arranged alphabetically) according to their per<* 
formance in the Schools ; the first six are exhibited at 
Deightons* shop on the Thursday preceding the exami-* 
nation day, which is always on the Monday after 
Plough Monday, 

On the Monday morning, a little before eight* 
o'clock, the Students enter Ae Senate-house, preceded 
*by a Master of Arts, who, on this occasion, is styled 
the Father of the college to which he belongs. — The 
classes to be examined are called out, and proceed to 
their appointed tables. There are three chief tables, 
at which six Examiners preside. — At the first the 
Senior Moderator of the present year, and the Junior

EXAMINATION ON THUltSDAY. 

The hours of attendance are the same this day ai 
the fonner. The examinations are confined solely to 
Lo^c,. Moral Philosophy, and points telatiye to Na^ 
tural and Repealed Religion, &c. 

The examinations of this day conclude, as nsual^ 
Ut five o'clock ; but the fatigue of the examiners is by 
no means diminished, for during the whole of this, 
as on the preceding nights, they have a multitude of 
papers to inspect, and to affix to each its degree of 
merit ; according to which a new arrangement of the 
classes is made out, called the Brackets. 



EXAMINATION ON FRIDAY. 

On Friday the examinations are resumed. At eight 
o'clock the new classifications or brackets, which are 
'Arranged according to the order of merit, each con- 
taining the names of the candidates placed alphabeti- 
cally, are hung upon the pillars. Thus in the exami-* 
nations of the preceding days, should any have dis- 
tinguished themselyes above the rest, and be nearly 
equal, they are included in the same bracket. The 
next who ^ove nearly equal to each other, are in- 
cluded in the second bracket. The next who are found 
to be nearly on a level with one anoth|&r, are included 
in the third bracket ; and thus the whole number are 
bracketed. Each bracket is then examined, and the 
situation of each individual finally determined. At 
^Ye o'clock the examinations are finished, when a 
select number (thirty at least, Stat. Acad.) of those 
who have most distinguished themselves are recom- 
mended to the Proctors for their approbation, ami 
their names are set down according to merit, and 
classed in three divisions, viz. Wranglers, Senior 
OptimeS; and Junior Optimep, which constitute the 
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three orders of Honor. The rest also are arranged 
according to merit. 

Those who take the degree of Bachelor of Arts at 
any other than this time, are arranged alphabetically 
iii classes according to their supposed acquirements, 
either as Baccaulaurei ad Baptistaniy or ad Diem 
Cinerumy and inserted in the hst of seniority among 
die 01 9ro^Xof. 



SATURDAY MORNING. 

Admission of the Questionists. 

On this morning there is a Congregation, the bell 
begins to ring at 9 o'clock, and at 10 the whole appear 
in the Senate-House. Two papers, exhibiting a list 
ctf the Questionists, arranged according to their merits, 
or seniority, are hung on the pillars for public in^ 
spection.* 

Forms of Admission of the Questionists, 

the whole being assembled as above, one of the 
Bedells calls up the Houses, and the Senior Moderator 
makes a Latin speech ; the Vice-chancellor sitting 
in the chair, and the Moderator standing on his left 
hand. 

The Junior Proctor delivers to the Vice-Chancellor 
the list of Honors and Seniority, subscribed thus: — 

Examinati et approbati a nobis, 
(viz. the Proctors, the Moderators, and the other 
Exiaminers.) 

The Caput is then called for passing the supplicats 
of the tQuestionists. 

The name of each college is written on every sup- 
plicat, which is signed by the Prselector or Head 
Lecturer of the college.

The Vice-chancellor reads the supplicats to the 
Caput, and on those that are admitted he writes Ad. 

One of the Bedells carries the supplicats into the 
Non-Regent Qouse, to be rea4 by the Scrutators ; and 
if all are approved, the Scrutators walk/ and the Se- 
nior say3 Oumet pJtieenL But if anjc ace disapproved 
of, he says, A, B, ^c nimphceni, reliqui ph&mt. 

Those snppUcats are r/ead sepaiateq^ in. which any 
i^use ia assigned for not k^ping the whole numbc^r 
of tenn»; buti those which are of the sam§ kind are- 
read together in the usual manner. 

A Bedell carries the supplicats to the Regent- 
House, where the Senior Proctor reads them in the 
aiune manqer asL t^e Scrutators hi^ve done in the Hon- 
]S(egent Houi^ei J[f all are approved, o^ the Ifiy>ctor» 
waUc, and the Senior sajy3, Placent qmmufs, plme^- 
vojns utiiUfgreT^. If a^y^ are dis^prPYed.of, he says 
as above. 

The supplicate a^Q ttten delivj^red to the. Registraiy, 
who, writes on them, Leet, et €onp08$' die Jtm. 

In the mean tin^, the candidates.* who during the 
\^hple proceedings, of the Senate are. UAmtUy.in the 
saloon or gallery, put on their hoods over their. Un* 
^rgra<4uate gowns^ and the Sf>h«ol^keeper gives to 
each of them a printed copy of tl^e oath he is to take, 
at his ad^HSSJon. 

The ViceXhancellor tfdces the chair, and a Beddl' 
having desired the respective Fathers toibeJft readir 
ness vdth their Sons, he precedes the Father of the 
Senior Wrangler (thc'rest of the Fathers following 
with their Sons) to the Vice-chancellor. 
• The "Father, taking the Senior Wrangler by the 
right hand, ^resent^ hifp i^ the^p wfxrds: — 
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Digviimme DofMtTie, P¥&-C<meeEafie ^ tota t/nhersttii^, 
prasento vohi$ Atinc juvenem, queni scio, tain inorihus 
fwkm d&€frhiAy ent idtmeum ad respondendum qwastioni, 
ulque tiki fide mehnrasio, toHqne Academiice. 

The Father of King's next presents his Sons in the 
same manner. The Fellow-Commoners are theh 
presented, and after them the Questionists of Trinity 
and St. John's, and then those of the other coUege^^ 
according to the seniority of the Fathers. Four or 
fiye may he presented at once, the Father saying, 
Prasento vofns kosjuveMS, quo9, ^e. 

As they are presented, they are directed hy one of 
the Bedells to the south side of the Senate-House. 

When all are presented, the Senior Wrangler takes 
the oaths of allegiance and supremacy ; and the Senior 
Proctor (with his colleague standing by him) reads to 
him the printed oath : —

A Bedeil then calls four of the F^Ilow-Commoners^ 
who tak^ the same oath, the Senior Proctor saying, 
Eadem juramentum qua prtestitit, Sfc, and so on with 
all the Questionists, as their names stand in the fist 
signed by the Proctors aiid the exa:miners. 

When all are sworn the Vice-Chancellor goes to the 
front of the table, and the Proctors stand on each sidei 

The Senior Wrangler, ahd all the other Question- 
ists, follow one of the Bedells rou^d the chair, and, 
as Uiey pass by the table, they bow to the Vice-Chan- 
cellor and Proctors. , 

The Vice-Chancellor return's to' the chiur^ and the 
Senior Wrangler kneeliiig down, the Vice-Chancellor 
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takes his hands between his own, and admits him in 
these words : 

Autharitate mUii commissa, admitto te ad respondendum 
qwBstioni, In nomine Patris et Filii et Spiritus SancH. 

The students of King's, Fellow Commoners, and 
all the other Questionists, are then called by a Bedell, 
and admitted in the same manner. 

As the Questionists are admitted, they go to the 
^ophs' Schools, to answer the ^questions which are 
asked them by their respective Fathers. 

When there is an end of the admissions^ the.Yiciir 
Chancellor dissolves the congregation. 



FIRST TRIPOS DAY. 

On the day after Ash Wednesday, at one o'clock, 
the bell rings for the First Tripos. 

At two, the Vice-Chancellor and the Proctors, &c, 
meet in the vestry of the university church. 

The whole company then proceed to the Law 
Schools; the Vice-Chancellor, &c. preceded by a 
Bedell, go into the gallery ; the Senior Proctor with 
a Bedell into the Respondent's seat, and the Junior 
Proctor into the Opponent's seat. 

Each of the Proctors makes a Latin speech, and 
the Tripos papers, which contain the names of the 
Wranglers and Senior Optimes of the year, and two 
copies of verses, written by two Undergraduates, 
whom the Proctors chuse to honor on this occasion, 
are distributed among the Undergraduates and the 
company present. 

A Bedell reads from a Tripos papers- 

Baccaulaurei quibtu stut resei'vatur senioritas. comitiis 
prioribus. 

He then pronounces the name and college of the 
first Bachelor in the list, to which the Junior Proctor 
answers — 

Nos reservamus e^ senioritatem nutm. 

To the second the Junior Proctor answers, et ct, 
and so on to all the names on the Tripos paper.

SECOND TRIPOS DAY. 

The Second Tripos Day is on the Thursday after 
Midlent Sunday. The bell begins to ring at one. 

The Moderators, dressed in the Proctors' Congre- 
gation habits, meet the Vice-Chancellor, &c. at the 
university church, at two o'clock, and proceed to the 
Law Schools. 

The Vice-Chancellor, &c. preceded by a Bedell, 
go into the gallery; the Senior Moderator, with a 
Bedeil, into the Respondent's seat; and the Junior 
Moderator into the Opponent*s seat. 

Each of the Moderators makes a Latin speech, and 
the Tripos papers, containing a list of the Junior 
Optimes of the year, laoid two copies of verses written 
by two Undergraduates at tlje request of the Modera- 
tors, are then distrib|it($d amongst the Undergraduates 
and company present. 

A Bedell reads from a Tripos papers—

chelor, and the Junior Moderator answers —

After the preceding account of the Studies and 
Exercises for the degree of a Bachelor of Arts, the 
following particulars relatiye to Students in Law and 
PhysiCy may be considered as a proper appendage. 

PROCEEDINGS IN LAW. 

Preparatonr to the degree of Bachelor of Laws, a 
Student is obliged to attend the lectures of the Pro- 
fessor for the space of three terms ; and after four 
ye(urs' standing, and a residence of nine terms, he 
may keep his *Act. Prior to this exercise, he carries 
liis questions to the Vice-Chancellor for his appro- 
bation ; after which, they are affixed on the door of 
the Lecture-Room under the Public Library, at least 
the day previous to his appearance in the Schools.

The first question is proposed by the Respondent, 
the second by the Professor. 

On the day of the Act the University bell begins 
ringing at one in the afternoon, and a quarter of an 
hour before two, the Respondent is waited on by a 
Bedell, who precedes him, followed by the Father, 
and other members of his college, to the Schools ; 
when he ascends a rostrum opposite the Professor. 

The Professor in his robes, preceded by a Bedell^ 
then takes the chair, and the Father, seated in the 
Opponent's rostrum, directs the Respondent to begin, 
Agas Domine. 

The Respondent then commences his exercise, by

The disputation having thus proceeded for an hour, 
the Pr^esisor giyes the Respondent an appropidate 
honor. The exercise then concludes with the Pro- 
fessor's^ determination upon the second question^ 

The balat woi^n by the Respoaident in the Sohbolsr, 
and by the candidate in both congregations, is a fi|U- 
sleeved gown, and a Bachelor of Arts' hood. 

At the expiration of six years, the supplicat and 
the certificate of terms and residence, signed and 
sealed by the Master of the College, or his Locum 
Tenens^ together witbthe Pro&ssoPs certificate (see 
p. 23) are presented to the Caput, and afterwards read 
in both houses. After the congregation the candidate 
waits upon the Vice-Chanceilor and the Members of 
the Caput; and in the next congregation, after the 
supplicat has again been read in both Houses, and 
approved of by them, he is admitted to the degree of 
Bachelor of Law. 



PROCBEDINGS IN PHYSIC. 

A Student in Physic mu$t keep nine terms, and 
may take his Bachelor of Physic's degree in his sixth 
year. 

He usually keeps his terms in the first three years; 
during which he goes through a course of college lec- 
tureSy in the learned languages, composition and pub* 
lie speaking. In the evidences of' natural and re-

moral philosophy « and in the art- of reasoning. But 
h^ is not tequired to attend any other lectures.

The fonns of keeping the exercise and proceeding; 
to the degree, are \ery nearly the same in Physic as 
in Law. 

Many practitioners of this University proceed re- 
gularly in Arts, and afterwards become Licentiates or 
Doctors in Physic. 

A student who has declared for Law or Physic, may 
put on a ftill-sleeved gown when those of the same year, 
who go out at the regular time, have taken their degree 
of Bachelor of Arts. He is then stiled a Harry-soph. 



ORDERS FOR 

THE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY. 



1.— That all members of the University Senate, 
and Bachelors of Law and Physic, are entitled to the 
use of the Library. 

2. — ^That no one take or borrow any book out of the 
Library, without first delivering a note for the same 
to one of the Library-Keepers, or his deputy, in his 
own hand-writing, expressing his name and college, 
and the year and day of the month on which such 
book is taken or borrowed, with the classical mark of 
the book, on pain of forfeiting five pounds, or double 
the value of such book, at the discretion and the 
^ judgment of the Vice-Chancellor. 

3. — ^That the Library-Keepers, or their deputies, 
preserve carefully all such notes, till the book so taken 
out be returned again to the Library, duly entering 
the same in a book to be kept for that purpose, toge- 
ther with the day of the said return, and any damage 
done to any book, on pain of five shillings for every 
onussion, to be paid by them, or any of them. 

4.r-That every one who shall borrow, or.take, any 
book out of the Library, return it thither again on 
or before the next of the four following days, viz« 
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Michaelmas-day, St. Thomas, Lady-day, uid Mid- 
summer-day, or oftener, if the Syndics see occasion 
and require it, under the penalty of two shillings for 
every folio or quarto, and one shilling for every book 
of less size ; the penalty to be repeated every month 
till the book be returned, or another of the same 
edition, and equal value, placed in its room. 

5. — ^That every yfear, on the Friday next after the 
Commencement, or oftener if they see occasion, the 
Syndics shall meet in the Senate-house, or elsewhere, 
at the appointment of the Vice-Chancellor, to give 
orders and appoint Inspectors, for a general survey 
Of the Library the Monday following. These Inspec- 
tors, with the Librarians, shidi make a full and true 
catalogue of all books wanted or much damaged, 
Expressing in whose custody such books are, or by 
whom damaged, and deliver the same^ signed by 
them, to the Vice-Chancellor. 

6.— That all books in this catalogue be returned to 
the Library perfect and undamaged, or others of the 
same edition and equal value, placed in their room 
there within thirty days after notice given, on pain 
of forfeiting five pounds for every volume not so re- 
turned, or the full value of the same, at the discretion 
find in the judgment of the Vice-Chancellor, to be 
paid by him who stands charged with it, or, in case 
no one shall be charged with it, by the Library- 
Keepers or their deputies, or any of them ; unless it 
shall appear to the Vice-Chancellor that such loss or 
damage has not happened through any neglect or de- 
fault of the said Library-Keepers, or their deputies. 

7. — That if, after the said thirty days, on inquiry 
and report to be made by the said Inspectors, or other- 
wise, it appears to the Vice-Chancellor, that any books 
be still wanting in the Library, or much damaged, he 
ijhall order others, without delay, to be procured, at 
the expence of the public chest, and put in their places. 

8. — ^That all the penalties above mentioned shall be 
levied as other penalties are, by the Queen's Statutes, 
ehap. 50, and go one third to the Bedells who colleot 
them^ the re^t to the puMic chest.

That all printed hooks in the elates that are locked 
up, which are taken out by the Vice-Chancellor, or his. 
order, be returned before the expiration of his office, 
under the usual penalties, to be paid by the person or 
persons to whom they are lent, or, in case of their 
failing to pay, by the Vioe-Chancellor. 

That no manuscripts whateyer be taken out of the 
Library, without a grace for its removal being ob* 
tained from the senate. 

That no person be allowed to have in his post ession 
at any one tune, more than ten volumes belonging to 
the Library. 

That the Vice*C%ancellor and the Librarians be 
empowered to dispense with the preceding order in 
any particular case, if thoy shsdl be unaninuwsly of 
opinion that sufficient rea3onp have been assigned for 
such dispensations. 

That such dispensations continue in force no longer 
t)ian to the end of the quarter in which they shaU be 
granted, but, upon &esh application, may be renewed 
by the same authority. 

That for the purpose of idlowing the Librarians 
sufficient time to inspect the books at the end of each 
quarter, (according to the order dated 1748) all books 
to be kept in the Library on the day appointed for 
their return and the whole of the day following. 

That the above orders be printed and hung up in 
the Library. 

For supplying the library with bgoks, provision 
has been made by a statute, 8 Queen Anne, entitled- 
an Act for the encouragenuent of Learning, by which 
it is enacted, o. 9, ^ 5, ^' that nine copies of each 
book, upon the best paper, that shaU he minted and 
published as itfereeaid^ or re-printed and wtbUshed with 
additione, shall by the printer, be delivered to the 
warehouse-keeper of the Company of Stationers, be- 
fore such publication, for the use of the royal library^ 
the libraries of the universities of Oxford and Cam^ 
bridge, the libraries of the four universities in Scot- 
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land, the libraiy of Slon college in London, and the 
library belonging to the faculty of Advocates at Edin- 
burgh : and tiie warehouse-keeper is required, within 
ten days after demand by the keeper of the respectlyo 
libraries, to transmit them ; and if any proprietor, 
bookseller, or printer, or the warehouse-keeper, shall 
not observe the directions of this Act therein, that 
then he or they so making default, shall forfeit the 
sum of ^Ye pounds, and also the value of the said 
printed copy not so delivered ; the same to be re- 
covered by the King and the Universities^ &c. re- 
spectively, with their ftill costs/' 

To the same purpose the rents of the University's 
estate at Ovington are applied. This estate was 
bought with the money given to the University in 
1009, by Tobias Rustat, Esq. to be laid out in land, 
the rents to be applied in the purchase of choice books 
for the Public Library. 

The Library is open from ten to two every day 
except Sundays and Saints' days, also from Christinas 
day to Jan. 2, Monday and Tuesday in Easter and 
Whitsun week. Fast and Oeneral Thanksgiving days, 
and on Saturdays from ten to twelve.

FITZWILLIAM MUSEUM*. 



Richard, Viscount Fitzwilliam, formerly of Trinity 
hall, (M. A. 1764), who died 6th February, 1816, be^ 
queathed to the University, his splendid collection 
of books, paintings, drawings, engravings, &c. to- 
gether with £100,000. South Sea Annuities, for the 
erection of a Museum for their reception. The follow- 
ing is an extract from his will, dated 18th August, 
1815. ' 

'^ 1 give and bequeath unto the Chancellor, Masters 
'' and Scholars of the University of Cambridge, all 
^' my capital stock in the New South Sea Annuities, 
*^ to be had and held by them the said Chancellor, 
'^ Masters and Sch<riars, and their successors for ever, 
*' upon the trusts and to and for the intents and pur- 
" poses hereinafter expressed and declared touching 
** and concerning the same. And as to all my pictures, 
** portraits, prints, drawings and engravings, whether 
^' framed, glazed, or otherwise. And also the frames 
^'and glass thereof respectively. All my books, 
" printed, engraved, or manuscript, bound or uur 
" bound. All my music, bound or unbound. All my 
*' busts, statues, medals, gems, precious stones, and 
** bronzes whatsoever which shall belong to me at the 
** time of my decease, I give and bequeath the same 
*' unto the said Chancellor, Masters and Scholars of 
*^ the said University of Cambridge, and their succes- 
^^ sors for ever, upon the trusts and for the intents 
** and purposes hereinafter expressed, declared and 
*^ contained touching and concerning the same. And 
*' I do hereby declare my will to be, and hereby direct . 
*' that they the said Chancellor, Masters and Scholars 
** do and shall with all convenient speed after my de- 
'^ cease, by and out of the (dividends and annual pro- 
'• ceeds of my said New South Sea Annuities so 
*^ directed to be transferred to them as aforesaid, 
• ^ cause to be erected and built a good substantial and 
'< convenient Museum, Repository, or other building, 
*i within the precincts of the said University, for the re- 
ff ception and preservation of the said pictures, book% 
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^f and other articles, or to purchase one or more erec-^ 
^* tions or buildiBgs for that purpose. And in the 
*' mean time and until such a Museum, Repository or 
** other building shall be erected, built or purchased 
" as aforesaid, to procure a proper building for their 
" temporary reception, and to pay rent and taxes for 
'* the same, and also to pay and defray all the costff, 
^* charges and expences attending the removing and 
" depositing the said respective articles. And I do 
" hereby direct that the said William Sheldon and 
'^ Edward Roberts, or the survivor of them, do cause 
*' a regular schedule or inventory to be made of the 
*^ said several articles, and shall cause two fair copies 
'' of such schedule or inventory to be made, one of 
*' which copies I direct shall be signed by them the 
'' said William Sheldon and Edward Roberts, or the 
" survivor of them, and that the other copy shall be 
** signed by the Vice-Chancellor of the said University 
'' for the time being, and that the copy so to be signed 
** by the said William Sheldon and Edward Roberts, 
*^ or the survivor of them, shall be delivered to the 
'' said Yice-Cihancellor, and deposited in the place 
*' where tbe said several articles are kept ; and thfit 
'' the copy to be signed by the said Yice-Chancellw 
*' shall be delivered to the said William Sheldon and 
'* Edward Roberts, or one of them, to be kept by 
^* them, or one of them. And it is my will, and I 
*^ hereby direct that none of my said pictures, books, 
** or other articles before mentioned, shall be taken or 
" removed from the Museum or Repository for the 
'' time being, by any person or persons whomsoever, 
** or on any account or upon any pretence whatsoever, 
*' except only in the case of fire happening, and then 
*^ Qply during the time the necessity continues. And 
'' I do hereby declare my will to be, and hereby direct 
^* that the expence of keeping such pictures, books 
*' and other articles before mentioned, and the salaries 
" of officers and other persons to be employed in or 
'' about the same, shall be discharged with and out 
*^ of the dividends and annual proceeds of the said 
^' New South Sea Annuities so given and bequeathed 
*' ^s aforesaid. And I do hereby declare that the 
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^* bequests so by me made t» ihe said Chaneelfor, 
"^ Masters lind Scholars of the said University, are so 
'' made to them for the purpose of promoting the in- 
** crease of learning, and tiie other great objects of 
** that noble foundation : bait the particular arrange- 
'' ment, economy and disposition of the property 
^ comprised in the said legacies and beqaests I have 
** made and given, I comn^t (subject to the several 
^ trusts hereinbefore expressed) to the direction and 
^^ management of the said Chancellor, Masters and 
** Scholars, in such manner as is provided by the 
^ laws and usages of the said University/' 

And, after other dispositions, his XiordsMp gave 
Ihe residue of his personal estate to Greorge Augustus, 
Earl of Pembroke and Montgomery, and appointed 
him sole executor of Ids will. 



Regulations respecting the FitzwHUam Museum, 

1. — ^The Museum shall be open for inspection every 
day on which the Publio Library is opened, fh>m ten 
o'clock in the morning till two in the afternoon, and 
from four o'clock till six in the evening, during the 
months of April, May, June, July, August, and Sep- 
ttoiber ; and from ten o'clock in tike morning till two 
in Ihe afternoon, during the remainder of the year. 

3. — ^Any Member of the Senate may introduce two 
persons, in gtatu pupiUari, at one time, or any stran- 
gers or friends wlio do not belong to the university; 
but he must remain with them as long as they continue 
in the Museum. 

3. — ^No pecuniary gratification shall be received by 
the keeper on these occasions. 

4. — The Fitzwilliam Museum shall be inserted with 
the Library, in the oath of admission to degrees. 

6. — No Member of the University shall be admitted 
into the Museum, unless he appear in his Academical 
habit.

J^ ST, PETER*S PARISH. 



This institation was founded A. D. 1808, for the 
education of the poor of this town, and the adjacent 
Tillages. It was originally established apon the plan 
of Dr. Bell and Mr. Lancaster, but is now placed 
wholly upon that of the former, as adopted by the 
National Society. The children are admitted between 
the ages of six and eleven, and are instructed in 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, at an annual ex> 
pence of not quite Qs, each, including books, slates, 
&c. They are also instructed in the Catechism and 
parts of the Liturgy of the Church of England. 

The institution is under the management of Go- 
vernors, who are constituted by a donatimi of ten 
guineas, or an annual subscription of one guinea. — 
By means of a liberal subscription they have, been 
enabled to purchase a fnece of ground, and build a 
spacious school-room, calculated to hold 300 boys ; 
and by the aid of a donation of £150. from the Uni- 
versity, donations from some of the Colleges, the 
Members of the University, and other individuals, a 
house has been built for the Master contiguous- to the 
'School. 

A weekly meeting of the Gk>v6rfior8 is held every 
Wednesday at twelve o'olook in the school-room. 

A sermon for the benefit of the institution is 
preached annually in the Spring, and the yearly state- 
ment is published in June, which may be had of J. 
Deighton & Sons, booksellers, by whom subscriptions 
are received ; and at any of the banks in Cambridge. 
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OLD CHARITY SCHOOLS, 

Commonly called Whiston's Charity Schooh. 



This institation was set on foot in the year 1703, 
and supported by Tolontary contributions. It owed 
muck at its first establishment to the activity of 
William Whiston, M.A. and amongst its earliest 
patrons are found the names of Sir Isaac Newton, 
Bishop Patrick, Dr. Bentley, &c. The design of it 
was to educate charity children of both sexes. 

The New Free School in St. Peter's parish, for the 
education of boys, having been united to the National 
Society June 22, 1813, it was thought expedient to 
transfer the boys to that institution, to which this 
allows, in consequence, the sum of £30. annually. 
In the year 1816 a new scbool-room for the girls was 
built in King's Street, capable of containing 300 chil- 
dren, and likewise a house foi^ tha Mistress, and the 
establishment was put on the plan of the National 
Society, to whicl^ it was then united. 

The girls are taught reading, writing, something of 
accounts, needlework and knitting. They learn the 
Catechism an^d other religious books, and are required 
to attend divine service in their parishes on Sundays. 
The Lord Bishop' of Ely is the patron. The Ministers 
and Lecturers of the parishes in Cambridge are the 
governors. There is also a committee of ladies, who 
superintend the detail of the school. The governors 
and subscribers nominate the girls who are educated ; 
each guinea subscribed gives a right of nominating 
four children, or ten guineas paid at one time, entitles 
the donor to recommend four children annually.

PERSE'S ALMS HOUSES. 

The Ahns Houses, S. E. comer of Free School 
Lane, near the Botanic Garden, for six poor single 
persons, not less than forty years of age, and belong- 
ing to the parishes of St. Edward^s, St. Michael's, and 
in failure of such being found there, of St. Benedict's, 
in the town of Cambridge, were built and endowed 
with a salary of £4. per annum to each person, by 
the aforesaid I>r. Perse, whose numerous acts of 
charity and beneficence are justly recorded on a hand- 
some monument in the chapel of Caius college. 



UNIVERSITY ALMS HOUSES. 

These Alms Houses, situate in King's Street, were 
founded by Mr. Stokys, one of the Esquire Bedells, 
1605, for six poor women, who are appointed by the 
Vice-Chancellor. The value of the original endow- 
ments was 7d, a week for each poor woman, and 8#.

KING'S COLLEGE ALMS HOUSES. 

These houses, adjoining the precincts of the said 
college, are for four poor women, who daily receive 
from the college the remains of the commons from the 
Bursars', and part from the Scholars' tables. In the 
absence of the Scholars, during the long vacation, 
they have a joint of meat in turn. They have also 
eacn four bushels of coals at Christmas, and 10«. 
each per quarter, exclusive of part of the sacrament 
money. One of these poor women is always the 
organ blower in the chapel, and receives two guineas 
a year. 



QUEEN'S COLLEGE ALMS HOUSES. 

These Alms Houses, situate in Silver Street, are 
appropriated to eight poor widows, appointed by the 
President of Queen's. Each person, from certain 
funds vested in the. hands of the society, receives 2s, 
and a pound of meat a week, and a chaldron of coals 
every year. They have also an additional gratuity 
of £1. the 25th of September, and 2s. 6d. on tiie 
24th of December. 

N.B.^Most colleges have certain funds appro- 
priated for charitable purposes. 
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STOREY'S ALMS HOUSES. 

Edward Storey, gent, left by will, 1692, all his pro- 
perty for founding; Alms Houses. One for four clergy- 
men's widows of the Church of England ; another for 
two widows and one maiden of the parish of St. Giles, 
and three maidens of the parish of the Holy Trinity, 
in the town of Cambridge. — " Every of which widows 
and maidens to be forty years of age at the least, and 
of sober life and conversation. And to each widow 
and maiden a house to live in, and £10. per year, 
payable half yearly ; and to each, one gown, two pair 
of shoes, and one pair of stockings. The overplus 
of the rents and profits to be kept for a stock, to 
supply and make good all casualties that may happen 
to the said estate." — Dr. Goddard, late Master of 
Clare Hall, left a legacy to augment the stipends of 
the four clergymen's widows, with which the trustees 
purchased £410. stock, 4 per cent. All the widows 
receive yearly other perquisites than those enumerated. 
October, 1805, Mr. J. Merrill, late bookseller in this 
town, left, by will, £1667. in the three per cents, to 
this charity.

division. Westmoreland, Noithumberland, Cum- 
beriand, Durham, York, Laiicaster, Chester, Detby, 
Stafford, Nottingham, LeioeiMer, Lincoln, Salop, 
Worcester, Warwick, Rutland, Northampton, Nor- 
folk, Bedford, and Huntingdon^ with the Welsh 
counties of Angle sea, Caimarvon, Flint, Merioneth, 
Montgomery, and Denbigh, are esteemed northern. 
With regard, however, to Cambridge dr Middlesex, 
there ' may be four FeWbws of either county. One 
fourth part only of the foutidation FelloVs are required 
to be in Priesfs Ofders.

The 
F«11qWs have the same privileges as the Seniors, and 
are ta be ia Priest's Orders in four years after the de- 
gree of M.A.*. 

X^o Janior Fellowships were founded by John 
Freeman, Esq. of Great Billing, in Northamptonshire, 
1623> Tfaese^ have the same privileges, &c. as the 
Seniors. They must be in Priest's Orders within 
three years after the, degree of M. A. 

Two Jiinior Fellowships were founded by Joseph 
Diggons, Esq. of Lisse, in the county of Southampton, 
1658, wh6 left estates for that purpose. They are en- 
titled to the same privileges, and are under the same 
restrictiops, as the Seniors, but obliged to take Priest's 
Ovders within three years after the M.A. degree. — 
They are not restricted as to* county or division; the 
Fellowships are perfectly open. 

T$us much concerning tbe regular Fellows. It may 
be observed, that the' Junior Fellowships are perfectly 
open to ail the x;ounties in' England, and not restricted 
to tWQ Fellows of a* county; or to the divisioiiis of 
north an^ south, as the Seniors are, the local arrange- 
ment 6f whom has no* reference to these. In regard' 
to the: eaisential prospect of a Fellowship, the only 
thing to. be considered is, whether a person when 
elecdied a Junioc, is likely to be obstructed, or thrt&wn 
out of his Kotatiuon, in l^ecoming a Senior. For with 
regard to the choice, of college livings, seniores priores, 
ami thift is determined by priority of election into the 
seniority. 

Two Bye-appropriation Fellowships for natives of 
Keodt, with a preference to those born in the hundred 
of Bjackheadi, were founded 1717, by Mr. Philpot, 
wha left an estate for that purpose.

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GONVILLE AND CAIUS COLLEGE, 

(Founded 1348.) 

A Copy of the Statutes in the University Library, 
Mss.

In this colleg^e there are twenty-nine Fellowships ; 
twelve are called Senior Fellowships, being all that 
were founded at the time of the second Charter granted 
to Dr. Caius in 1568; of these, three are of the old 
foundation, open to all counties, and to Lajrmen; 
three founded by Dr. Caius, to be possessed by Nor- 
folk men, two of whom must be Physicians ; and the 
remaining six all by different founders, two confined 
to the Norwich diocese, and the other four open to all 
counties — one of the six is open to Laymen. In all 
the Senior Fellowships which are not particularly con- 
fined, there is, in case of equality between the can- 
didates, a preference given by statute to those who 
are born in the Norwich diocese. Eight are termed 
Junior Fellowships, open to all counties, and likewise 
to Laymen, except one, which must be a Priest bom 
in the Norwich diocese ; from these eight the Senior 
Fellows are elected. Of the remaining nine, six 
were founded by Dr. Perse, open to all counties, and 
to Laymen, with a preference to Scholars educated 
three years at the Free Grammar School founded by 
him in Cambridge, and afterwards elected to a Perse 
Scholarship; and three by Mr. Wortley, one of which 
is confined to Devon, and one to Norfolk. — ^There are 
also seventy- seven Scholarships, of which ten are 
confined to the natives of the city of Norwich, twenty- 
six others to the Norwich diocese, three to the natives 
of London, two to Cambridge, two to Hertfordshire, 
one to Bedfordshire, one to Canterbury, one to a 
person educated at some school in London or West- 
minster, and the remaining thirty-one are open to all 
counties. There are likewise fourteen Exhibitions, of 
different value, which are given in addition to the 
Scholarships. There is also a Scholarship in Che- 
mistry of £20. per annum, founded by Mr. John 
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Micklebonrg, formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
University; and four Studentships, now above £100. 
per ann. each, founded by C. Tancred, Esq.* for Stu- 
dents in Physic ; whenever a vacancy occurs, the suc- 
cessful candidate, if of another college, is obliged to 
remove to Caius. These students are required to take 
the degree of Bachelor in Physic, as soon as they are 
of sufficient standing for the same, and they may hold 
the Studentships for three years after their degree. 
Those therefore who are elected previous to admission 
at any college, can hold them eight years.

The electors to the Studentships are, the Masters of 
Christ and Caius college, the President of the College 
of Physicians, the Treasurer of Lincoln's Inn, the 
Master of the Charter-House, and the Governors of 
Greenwich and Chelsea Hospitals.

At this college, more peculiarly appropriated to the 
study of Civil Law, there are ten Lay and two Divi- 
nity Fellowships, unrestricted as to counties. Bishop 
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Bateman, the fmin^or and HoMe benefactor of this 
institution, originally intended to have augmented the 
number to twenty; but dying before the designed 
foundation was completed, {viz. a.d. 1366, at Avignon,) 
his legacy was only deemed sufficient for the mainte- 
nance of a Master, three Fellows, and two Scholars. 
The nine remaining Fellowships were founded by the 
following benefactors : — ^Two Ijy Simon Dalling, Esq. 
three by Bishop Nix, one by Robert Goodnape, Esq. 
one by Dr. Hewke, one by Dr. Mowse, and one by 
the college. Whenever a vacancy occurs in the Di- 
vinity Fellowships, the Fellows are not necessarily 
obliged to elect a member of their own society. The 
Lay Fellowships are usually held by those who haTe 
taken their degree in Law, though Bachelors of Arts, 
who are within one year of taking t)ie degree of M. A. 
and Students of three years stancUng in CivU ](i^Wy 
are eligible. 

The Scholarships, worth 6«. 3df. per week each, ar^ 
fourteen in number ; two founded (as before mentione^S 
by W. Batemao, Bishop of Narwich, one by Simoii 
Dalling, Esq. one by Mr. Spycer, two by Bishop Nix, 
one by Lawrence Mapetyde, one by Gabriel ^u|ioe^ 
Esq. two by Dr. Hervey, one by ArchbishopP^rker, 
two by Dr. Busby, and one by ^^' Mowse. Tt^re are 
also two (value Id guineas per annuin each) pn a dif^ 
ferent foundation, and likewise a provision of about 
£60. per annum, annexed to the oflEtoes of Chapel Clerk 
and Librarian, to which a Si^ar is usually noml^iated.

The valuable manuscript library, left by Archbishop 
Parker to this college, is under the following particular 
restrictions : — Every year, on the 6th of August, it is 
to be visited by the Master or Locum-Tenentes of 
Trinity-hall and Caius, with two scholars on Arch- 
bishop Parker's foundation, and if, on examination of 
the library, twenty-five books are missing, or cannot 
be found within six months, the whole collection de- 
volves to Caius. In that case the Masters or Locum- 
Tenentes of Trinity-hall and Bene't, with two scholars 
on the same foundation, are the visitors ; and if Caius 
college be guilty of the like neglect, the books to be 
delivered up to Trinity hall ; then the Masters or Lo- 
cum-Tenentes of Caius and Bene't, with two such 
scholars, become the inspectors; and in case of de- 
fault on the part of Trinity hall, the whole collection 
reverts back to its former order. On the examination 
day, the Visitors dine in the college hall, and receive 
Qs, 4d, and the scholars 1#. each.

This college or hall was founded by Robert WooMN- 
lark, D.D. Chancellor of the University, and Prorvort 
of King'^ coilegei, for a Master and three or bmn^ 
Fellows. Accordingly, the Visiters, wfid w«re imii 
down to the University by King Edward VI. ordidnc^ 
that thens sfaonid be then six Fellows, and ibftt ftnrili^ 
future, tiiere should be a greater or less ntunbdri^ 
proportion to die revenues of the collie. TlMFel-i- 
lows must be natives of England, and there catnMt 
be more tbim two of the samee edunty at the nttme 
time; tw««if them, at least, mmxt be in Priest^mi 
one in DeaoowV orders ; wh^iN!>ver a vacancy oooiltd^ 
the settlor vHw is not in su<rk>ofde^s, must tak^ tkem 
in the coune «f a twelvemonth, utailess a Junior dbes 
of his own SDOord, or he vacates his Fellowship. 
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a man educated at CoventKjit School ; and the Master 
and Fellows, who are the electors, are required by 
the founder to have a careful regard to the recommen- 
dation of the Mayor and Aldermen of Coventry. 

One by Mr. Holwey, which is called the Conduct 
Fellows^p. 

Six by Mrs. Mary Ramsden, with a preference first 
to natives of Yorkshire, then of I4pcolnshire ; and in 
case no such candidates, duly qualified, ofier them- 
selves, they are open to men of any county.

Mrs. Ramsden also founded ten Scholarships, witl| 
the same preference to Yprkshir^ and Lincolnshire' 
men, which are now £35. per annum each, witU 
chambers rent free. 

Mr. Frankland also fouiided one of £10. per anB«- 
which is appropriated to a person educated at Tam« 
worth School. 

Mr. Holwey founded two of £6. per annum each, 
which are appropriated to persoi^s educated at Eton 
or Merchant Tailors' School. 

There are also three Scholarships of £20. 14«. 4d,-r- 
eight of £26.— pne of £12.-— five of £6.~seven of £4. 
—two of £3. 6*. 84.— two of £2. 13*. 4rf.-:-and two of 
£2. per annum each; all perfectly open. 

Bishop Sherlock founded the librarianship, worth 
£20. per annum, with rooms rent free. He also gout 
fliderably augmented the salary of the Master's Siz^{ 
present value £32. per annum. The Chapel Clerk 
receives £20. per anntmi.

• The number of the foundation Fellowships at this 
college is sixteen; five of the original foundation, four 
founded by Dr. Fuller, Master of the college, and the 
rest by various benefactors. Six of the Fellows are 
required to be in Priest's Orders. The restrictions 
here are, that eight shall be held by persons bom in 
the northern, and eight by those in the southern conn- 
ties. Leicestershire, Worcestershire, Wales, Not- 
tinghamshire, Warwickshire, Derbyshire, Lancashire, 
Cheshke, Staffordshire, Yorkshire, Cumberland, West- 
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mpreltuid, Northumberland, imd Durfaam, are eoM^ 
dered in tlie nortl^ern divkion ; all the rest sAwthem. 
On eyery vacancy of a Fellt>wshif>, the Master «iid 
Fellows ikominate two candidates, ^f whom the Bishop 
of Ely elects one. There is on^ Fellowship founded 
by James Stanley, Bishop of Ely, to which the Bishop 
has m exclusive right both to nominate and apfwint. 
If when this Fellowship becomes vacant, the Bishop 
chuses a person ot that side on wl^h there is already 
the full number, the next vacancy on that side is sup- 
plied by a candidate from a county on the opposite 
side. The Mastership of this college is in the absolute 
appointment of the Bishop oT Ely. 

l%e followiif^g i§ a list of the principal Scholarships 
and Exhibitiems, fEmnded by differeut benefactors: — 
' Fofur, £10. per annum each, a*ppropriated to natives 
of NottitighamBhire and Yorkshire. 

Eleven, £15. per annum each, for Clergyman's or- 
gans of all counties in England and Wales. The 
fi^ssessors of these scholarships, fotm^ed by Tobias 
Rustat, Esq. have a Classical examination annually 
on the Thursday in Easter week, at which time, ac- 
cording to their respective meiTts, a gratuity to each 
from £20. to £30. is also given. The visitors are, the 
Vice-Chancellor, the Provost of King's, the Master of 
Trinity, and the Master of Jesus ; and in ^ase of the 
non-attendance of any of these four, the Master of 
St. John's. The profits of these scholarships are in 
proportion ton-esidence. 

One, £30. per annum, or thereabouts, to the son of 
a living Clergyman, with preference to a native of 
Nottinghamshire or Lancashire.

(Founded 1505.) 

A Copy of the Statvtes in the BtitUh Museum, Msis. 
Harley, iVo.7046, P, \bb,'-DUto. No. 7044, P.61, 
Ditto, No, 3838, and No. 7362. 

This college was originsdly founijied (1466) by Hen. 
VI. under the name of God's House ; and consisted 
of a Master, three Fellows, and twenty-five Schol^s. 
The building: occupied the present site of Ki^gfs 
College Chapel, and was removed, to make room for 
that noble structure, to its present situation. 

In 1505, Lady Margaret; <;ountess of Richmond 
and Derby, mother of King Henij VII. changed the 
name, incorporated the former society and its revenues 
with the present college, and endowed it liberally, to 
muntain a Master and twelve Fellows. This founda- 
tion is for Divinity, and the Fellows arp required to 
take Priest'? Orders \^thin twelve months after they 
have attained the proper age. The only appropriation 
of tliese Fellowships is to the counties of England 
and Wales ; and the restrictions are, that theye shall 
not be two natives of the same county Fellows at the 
same time, and that there shall be six, and only six^ 
•f the following nine counties, via. Northumberland,

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Cumberland, Durham, Westmoreland, Lancashire, 
Derbyshire, Nottinghamshire, Yorkshire, and Rich- 
mond, (this cum t^jacentibus the Countess calls a 
county.) 

King Edward VI. added another Fellow, who shares 
in emoluments with those on the original foundation. 
He may be of any county, and is not obliged to take 
Holy Orders. 

Sir John Finch and Sir Thomas Baines founded 
two more Fellowships, unappropriated as to county, 
but with preference to the kindred of the founders; 
the revenues are independent of the college. They 
may be held by Laymen. 

These fifteen Fellows have an equal claim to the 
College Patronage, and are allowed by the statutes to 
hold preferment with their Fellowships, provided it 
does not exceed the value of ten marks, after the de- 
ductions found in the Liber Regis, By Queen Eliza-' 
beth's licence, the five senior Clerical Fellows are em- 
powered to hold any livings with their Fellowships, 
provided they are below twenty pounds in the LAer 
Regis, and ir^ra viginti miliaria Cantahripensis Aca- 
demice ; which has been construed by a visitor of the 
college (1792) to mean, " All livings, of which any 
one point of the parish does not exceed -the distance 
of thirty^one nules and a half from the nearest house 
in Cambridge, the said distance being measured upon 
an horizontal geometrical straight line.'' 

Lady Margaret founded forty-seven Scholarships, 
of two shillings, now augmented from unclaimed ex- 
hibitions to seven shillings per week during residence. 
Three persons only of the same county can be Scho- 
lars at the same time. 

Besides these, twenty-five other scholarships hava 
been founded by private benefactors, appropriated as 
under : —

He likewise founded a Scholarship for a native of 
Newmarket, or, in failure thereof, to the county of 
Cambridge. 

Dr. Portcu3» late Bishop of London, in 1807, trans- 
ferred stock to the amount of £1200. the interest of 
which is to be expended in the purchase of three gold 
medals, to be contended for by the students of this 
college, in the following order: — One medal of 15 
guineas for the best Latin Dissertation on some evi- 
dence of Christianity ; another of 15 guineas for the 
best English Composition on some Moral Precept of 
the Gospel; and one of 10 guineas to the most disttnet 
and gracefol reader in, and regular attendant at; 
chapel. The prize for the Latiu Dissertation was last 
year adjudged to Ash. — ^that for the English Disier^

St. JOHN'S COLLEGE, 

(Founded 1611.) 

Copies of the Statutes in the British Museum, M89« 
Harley, No. 7060, and in the University Library^ 
Mss. Baker, Vol 29, P. 1. 

This college was founded by Lady Margaret, 
Countess of Richmond and Derby, mother of King 
Henry VII. and foundress of Christ college. The 
original endowment was for iifty Fellows ; but part 
of the foundation estates having been seized by King 
Henry VIII. the funds were found to be sufficient for 
thirty-two only. The sole restriction with regard to 
these is, that not more than two shall be held at the 
same time by men of the same county, nor shall thero 
be a majority of the whole number of Fellows from 
the transtrentane counties, t. e. Northumberland, Cum- 
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berland, Dnrham, Westmoreland, Lancashire, Derby- 
/dike, NottiBgfbeiiisbire, Yorkshire, aad Richmond. — 
One Fellow only cau be elected o«t of each diocese 
in Wales; and one is in the appointment of the 
Bishop of £ly, but he is to elect aoeording to the 
statutes in eVery respect, according to an agreement 
between James Staidey, Bishop of Ely, and the exe- 
cators of the Countess of Biehmond. In this case 
the Master is Visitor to the Bishop. 

There are also twenty-one founded by different 
benefactors, which have all the privilegeB of the 
other Fellowships, and an equal claim to the College 
Patronage. 

Candidates for Fellowships must be B. A. iat least; 
'ftnd no person is superannuated, pmmded he has 
proceeded regularly to his degrees. This heing a 
diviinity college, the Fellows are obliged to be in 
Priest's orders within six years from the degree of 
M. A. except four, who acre mlowed 4»y the Master and 
Seniors to practise Physic and Law. The rest most 
proceed to the degree of B.D. at the regular time. 
The electors are, ^e Master and eight Senior resident 
Fellows ; in whom is vested the entire management of 
all college concerns; and the day of election is the 
second MondHy after liiid-leiit Sunday.. 

The following are the founders of the appropriated 
Fellowships:

university." 

In addition to the paeoeding Fellowships, there are 
three founded by Mr. Platt^ which have been increased 
fay the college to mne, open to all candidates, but 
pctfectly distinct fnnn the rest. These Fellows ar« 
not entitled to the same priviteges as the others, they 
cannot hold any coUege ^ce, or succeed to a founda*> 
tion Fellowship or living. 

The nomber of SeholaMhips at thk college is one 
hundred and fourteen; four of whieh, founded by Miv. 
Piatt, have been since increased by the college to nine ; 
and are tenable, like the Fellowships founded by hii%

This noble and magnifioent college, the Mastership 
of which is in the absolute appointment of the Crown, 
was originally endowed by King Henry VIII. and 
afterwards augmented by his daughter Queen Mary, 
for the maintenance of a Master, sixty Fellows, and 
fiixty-nine Scholars. 

The government of the college is vested in the 
Master and the eight senior Fellows ; and to such of 
these as are absent, the resident Fellows next in se- 
aiorily are considered as deputies, without any ex- 
press appointment. 

The Fellows of this society are chosen from the 
Scholars, ineligible if M.A. or of sufficient standing 
to take that degree; no appropriation whatsoever; 
all required to go into Priest's Orders within seven 
years after they commence Masters of Arts, except 
two, who are appointed by the Master, and permitted 
to remain Laymen. The one is supposed to study 
Law, the other Physic. The Scholarships are open to 
men of any country, except three or four which are 
appropriated to Scholars chosen annually from West- 
minster School, and one of £37. per annum, founded 
by Mr. Newman, for a native of Kent and Cambridge- 
shire alternately — at present filled by a Kent man.

The number of Foundatioii Fellowships at this 
college is twelve; besides one focinded by Mr.Gilltng- 
bajn, the possessor of which receives a dividend 
arising from a distinct estate, but is in most other 
respects on an equality with the Foundation Fellows. 
These thirteen Fellowships are open to Englishmen 
of all counties, with this restriction, that tiiere cannot 
be more than one Fellow of the same coun^ at the 
same time ; and no man can be a candidate till he has 
taken the degree of M.A. or is at least a B.A. of the 
third year. He must be twenty-one years of age and 
have been six years a member of the University. All 
the Fellows are obliged to proceed to the degrees of 
M. A. and B. D. as soon as they are of sufficient 
standing. The four Seniors are obliged to take 
Priest's Orders. 

Besides these thirteen there are two on Sir Wolstan 
Dixie's Foundation, who are obliged to proceed to 
their degrees equally with those on the original foun- 
dation, but they have no vote in any college afi'airs, 
nor any claim to the offices or dividends of the college. 
Candidates for these Fellowships must have taken 
the degree of B.A. and must be related to the 
founder, or have been educated at Market Bosworth 
School in Leicestershire. The heirs of the founder 
nominate, and the college admits the nomination. — 
There are likewise four Scholarships of Sir W. Dixie's 
foundation, subject to the same restrictions. 

The Foundation Scholarships are open to English- 
men of all counties, but there cannot be more than 
three Scholars of the same county at the same time. 
The Scholars receive IL per annum, in addition to the 
weekly payment of Is. 6d, during residence. Besides 
these there are mahy Scholarships and Exhibitions^ 
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founded by Tarious benefactors, to be given to the 
candidate most distinguished for learning and exem- 
plary conduct. 

Five by Dr.Thorpe, of £21. per annum, with a pre- 
ference, cateris paribuSf to the sons of orthodox 
Clergymen. 

One by Mr.Hubbard, of £12. per annum^ to the best 
of Dr. Thorpe's Scholars. 

Ten by Mr.Ash, of £10. per annum. 

Four by Archdeacon Johnson, of £14. per annum, 
with a preference to candidates from Oakham and 
Uppingham Schools. 

One by Br. Smith, of £16. per annum, with a pre- 
ference to Durham and Newcastle Schools. 

Two by Mr. Richards, of £12. per annum, with a 
preference to Christ's Hospital. The Scholars receive 
an allowance towards ^he expences of their B.A. and 
M.A. degrees. 

Four by Dr. Whichcot, of £10. per annum, which 
are entitled to the same privileges as those of the 
foundation. 

One by Mr. Watts, of £10. per annum. 

One by Sir Busick Harwood, of £10. per annum, 
with a preference to a Medical Student. 

There are several others of weekly payments, which 
in addition to the former, are given to the most de- 
serving candidates.

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DOWNING COLLEGE, 

(Founded 22d Sept. 1800). 

The Charter and Statutes are pritiied, and a Cop^ i$ 
given to every Member upen his appointment. 

This college will consist of a Maater, two Professon » 
one of the Laws of England and one of Mediciiie, 
sixteen Fellows (two of which only are Clerical), and 
six Scholars. The objects of the Foundation are 
stated in the charter to be students in Law, Physic^ 
and other useful arts and learning. At present only 
the Master, Professors, and three of the Lay Fellows 
are appointed, for the purpose of taking possessioii 
of the estates, administering the revenues, and of 
superintending the building of the college. The ap»- 
pointment of the remaining Fellows is reserved until 
the completion of the buildings. 

The Scholars will also be elected after that period ; 
but not more than two in each year. There iHil also 
be two Chaplains nominated by the Master, during 
pleasure, with apreferenee to the Fellows, or to those 
who have been Fellows or Scholars. Each Chaplaia 
will receive half ^the stipend of a Fellow, and have 
liberty to place himself in commons. 

The Master is elected by the Archbishops of Can- 
terbury and York, and the Masters of St. John's and 
Clare hall, from among those who are or have been 
Professors or Fellows. The electors may vote by 
proxy. The Master has the appointment of Vice- 
Master, and, after the completion of the buildings^ 
one of them will be obliged to cert^n residence ia 
term. 

The electors to the Professorships are the same as 
to the Mastership, with the addition of the Master. 

The Professor of Law must be at the tinfiie of his 
election LL. D: M. A. or LL. B. of Cambridge or 
43xford, of ten years standing from matriculation, and 
-a barrister at law. 
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The Professor of MediciiiA muat be M.A. lieenicd 
to practice Physic for two years, or M.D. or M.B. of 
Cambridge or Oxford, or a member of a Scotch uni* 
versity, of seven yeajs standing, and 25 years of age» 
and who shall have attended the medical lectures ia 
one of the Scotch universities for four years. 
^ The Master and Professors hold their offices, for 
life, and are removeable only by the four electors. 

The Professors are bound to read a course of lec- 
tures in their respective faculties, on the usual terms' 
at which public lectures are given in the university. 

The Professorships are not vacated by marriage, or 
by the possession of any property; and the Pro- 
fessors are capable of holding any of the Lay Offices 
in the college. 

The electors to the Fellowships are, the Master, 
Professors, and Fellows of the degree of M.A. After 
the college is built, the elections will be annually on 
the 21st of February. All graduates of Cambridge or 
Oxford are eligible ; but Lay Fellows must be under 
the age of 24, and Clerical Fellows under 30^ and 
above 23, at the time of election. Each candidate 
must produce a certificate of his degree, and testi- 
Inonials of his moral charapter, signed by the Master 
or Tutor of his college, and declare himself a member 
of the Church of England. 

The elections are decided by examination, on all 
subjects of Academical learning, 'without preference 
to any branch of science or literature above others- 
studied in the university at the time. The only rer 
striction is, th^t there shall never be eight Fellows^ 
natives of the same county at one time. 

While the college remains uncompleted, the elections 
to Fellowships are at uncertain times, depending 
upon the vacancies. In all other respects they con-- 
form to the statutes, and notice is given in boUi unl-> 
versities. 

The Clerical Fellowships will be tenable for life; 
and subject to residence for a certain part of eaohi 
term. The Lay Fellowships continue only for twehr» 
years, and are not sul^ect to any residence. Every 
Lay Fellow must declare either for Law or Physic 
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Those who declaie for Law must be called to the bar 
within eight years after their election; and the Me- 
dical Felk>ws must take the degree of M.D. within 
two years after they are of sufficient standing. A Lay- 
Fellow may also take orders after six years, without 
thereby vacating his Fellowship. In case of disability 
of body or mind, or want of success in a profession, 
from close application to speculative studies, the four 
electors to the Mastership have a power to suspend 
the vacancy of a Lay Fellowship. 

But this power is limited to two Fellows living at 
any one time, and to those who have not property to 
such amount as would vacate a Fellowship. 

All Fellowships will be vacated by marriage, or the 
possession of property (for life, for 50 years, or for a 
longer term) of which the annual value amounts to 
four times the stipend of the Fellowship for the time 
being. 

The election to the Scholarships will also be an- 
nual, on the 31st of December. The electors will 
be the same as for the Fellowships, with the addition 
of the Fellows of the degree of B.A. Candidates 
must be such persons as are admitted in some college 
in Cambridge or Oxford, and have not commenced 
their residence more than a year and a half preceding ; 
and they must produce testimonials, and declare 
themselves of the ^hurch of England. The exami- 
nation will be in the Greek and Latin Languages, and 
such other learning as the examiners shall think 
proper for the commencement of academical studies, 
and the election will be decided thereby, without 
restriction or preference on any other account. The 
person electea, if not already of Downing college, 
must remove to it; and he may hold his Scholarship 
four years. Not more than two Scholars will ever be 
chosen in any one year. A Scholarship also will be 
vacated by property of four times the stipend. 

The stipends for the present are fixed as follows: — 
The Master £600. the Professors £300. each; the 
Fellows £100. each; the Scholars £50. each. It is 
also provided by the statutes, that the future divi- 
dends of the surplus revenues among the different 
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ttiembers shall always be in die form of an addition 
to their sdpen^s, and made to all the members at the 
same time, in the above proportion. The same prin- 
ciple will also be applied to the stipends of the Chap- 
lains, the Dean, the Bursar, the Librarian, and the 
Steward; also to the allowance for commons, which 
is to be made during residence, and may commence 
after the completion of sufficient buildings for the re- 
sidence of the. present members. 

The building fund at present is £3M)00. per annum, 
and the residue of the income, after payment of the 
stipend and necessary expenses. 

An excellent piece of ground, consisting of near 
30 acres> (part of the luid formerly called Pembroke 
Leys), was purchased for the site of the college, and 
appropriated to that purpose by an Act of Parliament. 
This land was also, by an Inclosure Act, discharged 
from all rights of common and rights of way, to 
which it had been subject, and which had preserved 
it from being built, upon. 

On the 18th of May, 1807, the ceremony of laying 
the foundalion^tone took place. The Master's Lodge, 
an4 that of the Professor of Medicine, are completed 
and occupied, and a building which unites these two 
Lodges, and contains apartm^its for the three Fel- 
lows. The expenee of ikis building, and the stables 
and boundary wall, drains, &c. amounts to upwards 
of £30,000. Considerable progress has' also been 
made in laying o«it tiie grounds, and forming walks, 
avenues, and plantations. 

A profposai is tins year submitted by the college to 
the Court of Chancery, for borrowing £20,000. which 
will enable them to buHd, in three ot four years, the 
whole west side of the oonrt, with offices adjoining, 
* at the ejopenoe^ by estimate, of £07,000. After the 
ccnnplelioii of these buildings, it is ccmsidered that 
the college may be opened for the admission of un- 
dergraduates. 

llie sole founder of this college was Sir George 
Downing, of Gamlingay Park, in this coun^ ; who, 
by a will, dated 20th December, 1717, devised his 
estates in the counties of Cambridge, Bedford, and 

Mm 
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Suffolk, first to Sir Jacob. Garrard powaing, anil 
afterwards to other relations in snccession, and in 
failnre thereof to build and found a college in thiir 
university, upon a plan to be approved by the two 
Archbishops and the Masters of St. John's and Clare 
hall. This direction was the reason for giving them 
the power which they possess in elections and other 
matters by the charter and statutes. 

Sir George died in 1749, and Sir Jacob in 1764, 
and (the other devisees having previously died without 
issue) upon this event the foundation ought imme- 
diately to have been carried into execution. But the 
estates were in the possession of Lady Downing, and 
afterwards of her devisees, without any real title^ and 
when the university sued in Chancery for the esta- 
blishment of the college, the party in possession re- 
sisted the suit in that court. In 1769, a decree was 
obtained in favour of the foundation. 

The persons named as Trustees in the founder's 
will having died in his life time, the execution of the 
trusts devolved upon the heirs at law; who, after 
combating a long series of opposition and litigati<Mi, 
and overcoming obstacles of various descriptions, 
preferred a petition to the Crown fior a Charter; and 
at length in 1800, the Privy Council decided to re- 
commend the foundation to his Majesty* 

On the 22d of September, 1800, the Great Seal 
was alffixed to the Charter by Lord Loughborough* — 
By this Charter the college is incorporated, with all 
the privileges belonging to any college in the univer- 
sity, and endowed with the estate devised by the 
founder, with a power to hold landed, property (in ad- 
dition thereto) to the value of £1,500. per ann. 

The Charter directs Statutes to be framed for the 
government of the college, which was done in July, 
1805, and shortly afterwards the stipends Of the 
Members began to foe paid. 

By the Statutes, no beneficial leases of the college 
estates are allowed; nor any fine to be taken for a 
grant or renewal. It is also provided, that no new 
foundation shall ever be engrafted on this ooHege, 
which shall be inconsistent with the Charter and

Statutes. Bat the college may accept any additions 
to their property in augmentation of the number or 
value of their present appointments, or to be applied 
in any other manner consistent with their present 
constitution. 

There is also a power given to the four electors and 
the Master, to alter the Statutes, on application by a 
certain portion of the college. 

The Members appointed in the Charter were Francis 
Annesley, LL.D. Master; Edward Christian, M.A. 
and Barrister, Law Professor; Busick Harwood, 
M.D. Professor of Medicine ; John Lens, Serjeant at 
•Law, and M.A. William Meek, Barrister, and M.A. 
and William Frere, B.A. Fellows. 

In April, 1808, Charles Skinner Matthews, B.A. 
of Trinity college, was elected to the Fellowship va- 
cated by the marriage of Mr. Meek. 

In October, 1810, Comwallis Hewett, B.A. of 
Trinity college, was elected Fellow, on the marriage 
of Mr. Frere. 

In October, 1811, Thomas Cadogan Willats, B.A. 
of Trinity college, was elected Fellow, on the death 
of Mr. Matthews. 

On the 8th of May, 1812, Wil|iam Frere, M. A. 
Seijeant at Law, was elected Master, on the death of 
Dr. Anniesley. 

On the 31st of October, 1812, Robert Mousey Rolfe, 
B.A. of Trinity college, was elected Fellow, on the 
expiration of the Fellowship of Mr. Seijeant Lens. 

On the 9th of December, 1814, Comwallis Hewett, 
M.A. and M.B. Senior Fellow, was elected Professor 
of Medicine, on the death of Sir Busick Aarwood. 

On the 23d of May, 1816, Samuel Grove Price, 
B.A. of Trinity college, was elected Fellow, in the 
plaee of Dr. Hewett 

The election to the Fellowships have been upon 
fX>mpetition open to both universities. 

Pupils of tiie rank of Fellow Commoners, Pen- 
sioners, and Sizars, are hereafter to be admitted, as 
in other colleges. 

The late Mr. John Bowtell, of this town, who g^ve 
by his will a considerable property to charitable u^es^ 
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bequeathed to Downing^ college a Collection of Book^, 
Manuscripts, Fossils, and Anti<|uities, with a request 
that the bookcase containing them might be placed in 
the College Library. This building not being yet 
erected, one of the new rooms has been set apart for 
this purpose. Among the Manuscripts is a History of 
the Topography and Antiquities of this town, prepared 
for publication by Mr. Bowtell.
